Mr. Platt’s statements were provoked by 
the introduction by Mr. Bostwick an 
exhibit of the canal plank of the Repub- 
lican State Convention. Mr. Bostwick said 
that this plank committed the Republican 
Party to canal legislation.

MA. BOWEN’S NOTE 


The United States Determined 
to Oopose Six-Year Alliance. 


Sir Michael Herbert Resents Mr. Bowen’s 
Prompt Publication of His Reply 
—The Note Likely to Lead 
to Settlement.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—It is believed 
here that the firm attitude Mr. Bowen took 
in his reply to the allies was the result of 
a complete understanding between himself 
and Mr. Hay for the purpose of with- 
standing any move on the part of the allies 
which would have the tendency to break 
down the prestige of the United States 
with the South American republics and 
the world at large. The United States, it 
is said, may be relied on to oppose effec- 
tively every effort to establish an alliance 
that will necessarily endure for at least 
six years and be a source of possible an- 
noyance during all that time. 


It is understood that Sir Michael Herbert, | 


the British Ambassador, took umbrage at 
the promptitude shown by Mr. Bowen last 
night in giving out his reply to the allies. 
Sir Michael is said to have expressed his 
resentment at to-day’s conference on the 
Venezuelan situation. He asserted that the 
reply was given out simultaneously with 
the dispatch itself, and even before

‘To-day a delegation waited on me to 
advocate the proposition to link the canal 
improvement with the good roads improve- 
ment and provide for a bond issue of $132,- 
000,000 for both projects. I told them plain- 
ly that I was opposed to it. While I 
believe that the improvement of the canals 
and the construction of good roads are 
related, I do not see any reason why they 
should be coupled in legislation. I be- 
lieve -each proposition should be consid- 
ered on its own merits.” 

President Shattuck of the Automobile 
Club of America headed the good roads 
delegation which waited on the Governor. 
It can be stated on good authority that 
it is probable that a way will be found 
by which both the canal project and the 
good roads project will be provided for at 
this session. 

It is generally conceded here 
that somebody was fadled at the Saratoga 
Convention, and the Republican politicians 
intimate that the somebody was Mr. Platt.

CIVIL WAR IN HONDURAS. 


PANAMA, Feb. 3.—A cablegram received 
this morning from Honduras announces 
that civil war has broken out in that coun- 
try. According to the dispatch Gen. Sierra, 
the retiring President, having refused to 


| give up the Presidential post to the Presi- 


dent-elect, Sefior Bonilla, the latter has 
started a civil war. 

The date of the 
is not known. 

The situation in Salvador is growing 
worse. Troops are constantly leaving the 
capital for the Guatemalan frontier. Nic- 
aragua is actively helping Gen. Regalado, 
President of Salvador. The Nicaraguan 
cruiser Momotombo last week landed at 
Acajutila, a seaport of Salvador, on the 
Pacific Ocean, 1,500 rifles and 300,000 
rounds of ammunition which President Ze- 
laya of Nicaragua sent for the Guatemalan 
revolutionists. It seems that the move- 
ment is aimed against Guatemala and 
Costa Rica 

Central American union will be the os- 
tensible object of the war, which is really 
due to the wish of the Presidents of Sal- 
vador, Nicaragua, and Honduras to imitate 
Mexico's President.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Disturbed con- 
ditions in Honduras, growing out of the 
recent Presidential elections in that coun- 
try, have caused certain American com- 
mercial interests to appeal to the Govern- 
ment here for protection. Bonilla, who 
was elected to the Presidency, has 
refuge on Amapala Island, where he is 
organizing a force to displace . President 
Sierra, the present incumbent, who refuses 
to surrender the reins of power. 

In response to these appeals, the Navy 
Department has sent a dispatch to Admiral 
Casey, at San Francisco, under to-day's 
date, which says: 

“Confirming the department's telegram 
of this date, you will please proceed with 
the vessels of your squadron to Amapdla, 
Honduras. The department is informed 
that a revolution has broken out in Hon- 
duras, and you will confer with the United 
States Minister to Honduras and the United 
States Consul at Amapala in reference to 
the protection of American interests in 


Honduras.”’ 

Admiral Casey’s squadron consists cf 
the armored cruiser New York, the pro- 
tected cruiser Boston, the unprotected 
cruiser Marblehead, and the cruiser Ran- 
ger. 

A dispatch from New Orleans says pas- 
sengers arriving on the United Fruit Com- 
pany’s steamer Breakwater. direct from 
Puerto Cortez, report that Americans are 
fleeing from Spanish Honduras in ex- 
pectancy of a revolution which has been 
brewing in the republic for the past_two 
months. President Sierra has been Hon- 
duras’s Chief Executive for the past few 
vears, but last Fal! an election was held. 
The vete showed that Sefior Bonilla had 
received 45,000 votes, but President Sierra 
ana Dr. Soto, another candidate, contested 
the election and asserted that fraud had 
been used. Sierra represents the Con- 
servatives and Bonilla the Liberals.

At the British Embassy 
the most important conference that 
representatives of the allies here have yet 
held among themselves tdok place. 
Bowen, of course was not present. 

The conference was called to consider 
the recommendations which the Italian 
and British Ambassadors and the German 
should make to their Govern- 
ments as to the next step to be taken. As 
a result of this conference, the Foreign 
Offices at London, Berlin, and Rome are 
in possession of suggestions which, if adopt- 
ed, will mean the success of the Washing- 
ton negotiations and the raising of the 
blockade. The allied powers have been 
again requested by their representatives to 
consent to j-iority of payment of their 
claims for a jimited period only, and equal- 
ity of all claimant nations thereafter. Mr. 
Bowen has stated that he is willing that 
the allies rc. eive preferential treatment for 
month if at the end of that time all 
the claimant nations be placed on an equai 
basis as to time and proportionate pay- 
ments, 

It is the conviction of one of ithe nego- 
tiators at least that this proposition of Mr. 
Bowen 1s eminently fair. It involves 
compromise of the powers’ original request 
for six years’ preferential treatment, but 
will enable them to retain a part at least 
of their prestige. The feeling is growing 
that a persistence in their present posi- 
tion can result only in loss of prestige for 
the allies and bad feeling against them not 
only.in Venezuela but elsewhere through- 
out the Americas. 

As a result of these considerations at 
the conference at the British Embassy it 
was agreed that a note should be addressed 
to the three Governments of Great Britain, 
Germany, and Italy, setting forth the exact 
attitude of the United States with reference 
to the powers’ preferential demand, the 
state of public feeling here regarding it, 
and urging a prompt acceptance of prefer- 
ential payments for a period of from one to 
six months.

Confidence that a _ settlement will be 
forthcoming at Washington in a short time 
is based to a considerable extent on the 
activity of Baron Speck von Sternburg. 
He has’ given every evidence that he sin- 
cerely wants the dispute adjusted without 
prolonging the blockade and unnecessarily 
coercing Venezuela, while at the same time 
preserving the prestige and rights of the 
The German Government has been 
of the difficulties with which 
public feeling in this country has been, re- 
strained from an outburst against the An- 
glo-German alliance, and it is believed that 
it appreciates the necessity of an early set- 
tlement of the whole dispute. 

The President to-day received a call from 
Baron Sternburg, and the two spent a half 
hour or more in an informal conversation 
of the Venezuelan affair. The President is 
most anxious that the blockade be raised 
at the earliest possible moment, and it is 
believed that this fact will have consider- 
able weight with Emperor William. 

The French Ambassador, M. Jusserand, 
paid an informal call on Mr. Bowen to-day. 
The Ambassador made it plain that while 
France would insist on the protection of 
her rights, she was anxious that Venezuela 
also be protected. 

Citizens of Mexico also have claims 
against Venezuela, and that Government 
has asked to be put on an equal footing 
with the other nations when the time comes 
for settling up. Sefior Aspiroz, the Mexican 
Ambassador, informed Mr. Bowen that the 
claims of the citizens of his country 
amounted in all to £18,000, or approximate- 
ly $90,000. Mexico adds another to the list 
of nations who are lined up against the 
proposition of the allied powers for prefer- 
ential treatment.

LONDON, Feb. 3.—The first Cabinet 
meeting since the prorogation of Parlia- 
ment has been summoned for Keb. 6. While 
the principal business discussed will be the 
arrangement of the legislative programme 
‘for the forthcoming session, commencing 
Feb. 17, the Venezuelan situation will be 
| thoroughly reviewed. 
| Reuter’s Telegram Company says it is 
| officially informed that the attitude of the 
allies regarding the so-called priority 
claims against Venezuela has been mis- 
interpreted, thus increasing the complica- 
tions. It is explained that the allies do not 
insist on the precedence of their claims over 
others, but insist that they shall be regard- 
ed as separate, to be dealt with direct be- 
tween themselves and Venezuela. Until a 
specific arrangement is made for the sat- 


isfaction of their claims. they are deter- 
mined to continue the blockade. 

It is further stated that the allies do not 
bind Venezuela regarding the sum to be pe- 
riodically patd or the time in which the 
debt must be waid off. It is added that 
there 1s renewed evidence that Venezuela 
is endeavoring to complicate matters by 
playing off the interests of one power 
against another. 


ROUTS VENEZUELAN REBELS.

Gen. Alcantara, a West Point Gradu- 
ate, Captures 230 Prisoners and 
40,000 Rounds of Ammunition. 


CARACAS, Feb. 3.—The Government 
troops under Gen. Alcantara, a graduate 
of West Point, have defeated a force of 
rebels numbering 900 and commanded by 
Gen. Ducharme. The battle occurred on 
the Camatagua River, about fifty miles 
south of Caracas. 

Aleantara captured 30 officers and 200 
soldiers, 40,000 rounds of ammunition, all 
the rebels had in reserve, and 50 animals. 
The remainder of Ducharme’s .army fled 
in the direction of Orituco. j 


On the receipt of the news of the victory

Since the rout of Gen. Matos and his 
army of 10,000. men by President Castro 
near La Victoria Oct. 18, the remnants of 
the rebel forces have been dispersed in all 
directions. These scatiered bodies of reb- 
els, believing, as reported by Gen. Matos’s 
committee, that arms and ammunition had 
been landed, lately reunited, and to the 
number of about 2,000 under Gens. Rolando 
and Ducharme assembled at Altagracia, at

Gen. Ducharme, with 900 men, advanced

HIGH LICENSE IN VERMONT. 


People at Election Accept Law After 
Fifty Years of Prohibition—Ma- 
jority Was Small. 


WHITE RIVER JUNCTION, Vt., Feb. 3. 
—The advocates of local option carried the 
State to-day, and after more than half a 
century of prohibition cities and towns of 
Vermont will, after March 1 be permitted 
decide whether or not intoxicating 
liquors shall be sold in those communities. 

The total vote, with seven smdll towns 
missing, is 30,588 in favor of a license law 
and 28,946 opposed, a majority of 1,642 for 
the law. The missing towns gave a total 
vote of less than 300 at the last election. 


It is a coincidence that Vermont voted for 
prohibition in 1853 by 1,500 majority. 

The question before the voters to-day was 
whether a high-license local option law 
passed by the last Legislature should be 
accepted or rejected. The law was to 
take effect on March 1 should the people 
to-day accept, as they did, and on Dec. 
1906, should it have been rejected, giving 
the two Legislatures sitting in the mean- 
time the opportunity of repealing™It. 

The vote was much closer than was an- 
ticipated, and the 1,600 margin in a total 
vote of about 59,500, surprised even the 
local optionists. The big cities and towns 
decided the question. he cities of Bur- 
lington, Montpelier, Rutland, St. Albans, 
and Barre, with the village of Bennington, 
rolled up a majority of 6,391 in favor of 
the law, a total that the 200 little com- 
munities were entirely unable to overcome. 

As for the ultimate result, it is antici- 
pated that small towns will exercise local 
option against licensing saloons in their re- 
spective communities.

SCARCITY OF BREAD LIKELY. 


Pittsburg Bakers Say Famine Is Threat- 
ened by Refusal of Railroads to 
Bring Flour East.

PITTSBURG, Penn., Feb. .3.—The notice 
issued yesterday at Chicago by all Western 
roads to shippers that they will not re- 
ceive for shipment the flour and other 
breadstuffs for Eastern delivery has caused 
much alarm among local bakers and flour 
dealers, and should such an order become 


effective a bread famine, they say, would 
be the result. The bakers and flour deal- 
ers in Pittsburg and vicinity do not think 
that the Western railroads intend to put 
an embargo on such a necessary as flour. 

Some of the dealers say there is a scarcity 
of flour while others say that there is not. 
George 8. Ward of the Ward-Mackey Com- 
pany said: 

“Yes, it is true that we and other bakers 
of Pittsburg are beginning to feel the effect 
of the embargo that has been placed upon 
flour by the Western railroads. Although 
this order has only reached the public, it 
has been in effect since Jan. 1, Our flour 
supply became so low four times during the 
past two weeks that we were on the verge 
of shutting down our plant, but fortunately 
we unexpectedly received a small shipment 
each time that kept us going.”

This angered the strikers. With 
brother Walter, and Harry Krouse, both 
apprentices at the yard, Blanford landed 
here to-night from the boat which plies 
between this city and Shooter’s Island for 
the benefit of the employes. They were 
met by a crowd of about two hundred. How 
many of these were strikers cannot be 
estimated. As Blanford and the two young 
men landed they were hooted and threat- 
ened with bodily violence. Blanford or- 
dered the crowd to stand back, and drew 
his revolver. Then he started along Liv- 
ingpsoe Street toward First. 

The crowd was soon behind him and he 
had to walk backward to keep it at bay. 
Near First Street one wing of the crowd 
had gone up the further side of the street 
and turned, so that Mr. Blanford had to 
back up against the side wall of a saloon 
to prevent himself from being penned in on 
all sides. He then fired two shots into the 
air to call the police. The crowd had in- 
creased to about 500. As soon as the shots 
were fired sticks and stones began to be 
thrown, and some of them struck Blanford 
and his two companions. 

Then he fired the last three remaining 
shots in his revolver into the crowd. Une 
shot missed the rioters and lodged in the 
foot of John Lott, the driver of a produce 
wagon, who was sitting on his vehicle .ur- 
ther down the street, watching the ex@le- 
ment. Another shot is said to have ‘tn- 
tered the neck of a man whom the police 
have not yet found, and who was hurried 
away by friends. Whether the third shot 
took effect is not known. 

Detective Brogan, who had been attract- 
ed by the shots, ran up and. broke through 
the crowd. Thinking to pacify the mob 
he arrested Blanford and handcuffed him. 
The moment the prisoner was pinioned the 
crowd closed in and began to beat him with 
their fists and ciubs. Brogan tried to 
frighten the assailants with Blanford's 
empty revolver, but without effect, and ex- 
Alderman Donnelly and Edward Burke 
went to the detective’s aid. As they did so 
Alexander Monroe, who is said to be one 
of the ringleaders of the mob, grabbed the 
revolver from Brogan, who, however, 
grabbed Monroe and held him. 

The mob rushed in to rescue Monroe, but 
Patrolmen Maxon and Seiler came up at 
this juncture and by free use of their 
nightsticks fought their way through ‘<o 
where Brogan and Burke and Donnelly 
were fighting. The sight of the uniformed 
police cooled the ardor of the rioters, and 
they fell back. The little party then made 
its way to the Second Precinct Station 
House, which was quickly surrounded by 
the mob. Word had been telephoned down 
town meanwhile, and the reserves were 
sent over to Blizabethport.

VIOLENCE AT WATERBURY. 


Several Persons Injured and Many Car 
Windows Smashed—Non-Union Con- 
ductor Says He Was Shot At— 

A Man Badly Hurt. 


WATERBURY, Conn., Feb. 4.—At mid- 
night the Connecticut Railway and Light- 
ing Company as usual closed its trolley 
day and the withdrawal of the cars brought 
to the strike-afflicted city relief from the 
tension of an exciting day. 

The day was one of many incidents. 
Riots of meagre dimensions were ixgcipient 
at intervals throughout the day. Scores 
of car windows were smashed with mis. 
siles; three persons were struck with 
stones; a non-union trolley conductor 
claims to have been shot at; and a New 
Haven militiaman was removed to hi8 home 
suffering from injuries more or less seri- 
ous, sustained in an encounter with roughs. 
That is the record of damage. 

In the midst of all the turmoil the ques- 
tion of the withdrawal of a portion of the 
militia was discussed by the civil and mili- 
tary authorities, and the Governor of the 
State was a party to the discussion. The 
latter, however, decided to leave the troops 
as they are for the time being. 

A feature of the day was a mysterious 
attack on a ‘bus operating under union 
auspices, when no trolley car was in the 
vicinity. From a crowd which had gathered 
near the Waterbury Club on North Main 
Street came a shower of stones. Patrick 
Flynn, a striker, acting as conductor of 
the ‘bus, was struck on the head. Of the 
twelve passengers in the vehicle, nine of 
whom were women, two others were hit. 
Mrs. James Aubrey was struck on the 
head, and Miss Susan Coyle received a 
hard blow on the shoulder. 

A private in.Company C, Second Regi- 
ment, Robert Duncan, is the militiaman 
who was hurt in an encounter with rioters. 
While on patrol duty a stone was hurled 
at Duncan. Later he was set upon by riot- 
ers. He ‘undertook to defend himself with 
his bayonet, when his assailants seized the 
gun and struck the soldier in the groin 
with the stock. The blow was a serious 
one, and to-night the man’s condition was 
such that it was deemed advisable to send 
him to his home in New Haven. 

The story of the gunshot is somewhat 
dgubted. At 10 o'clock to-night a trolley 
cat on its return trip cityward from Brook- 
lyn via. Bank Street, was driven at high 
speed to the car barns, where the troops 
are quartered. To the officer in command 
the white-faced conductor reported that he 
had been shot at, and for the moment there 
was some excitement. The conductor in- 
sisted that he was not mistaken. He said 
that as his car was leaving the end of the 
line, a gun was discharged in the direction 
of the car. The troops were unable to cor- 
roborate his story.

The strikers insist that the 
discharged employes, one of whom is Pres- 
ident af their union, shall be reinstated, 
that the union shall be recognized, and a 
wage increase granted. , 

The company has absolutely rejected 
these demands and has announced a de- 
termination to run its lines with non-union 
men, with the military here to suppress 
violence. Meanwhile the strikers’ union, 
while deprecating the riotous proceedings 
of some of its sympathizers, continues to 
assert that the railroad compgny manage- 
ment is responsible because of its 
gant attitude.”’ 

Contributions from thousands of work- 
ingmen and women of the city who are 
members of unions which have voted to 
support the strike, are said to have come 
in freely to the strikers within the weeks 
since the trouble began.

CHICAGO, Feb. 3.—One of the worst

It began with a fall of 
rain which later changed to snow, and to- 
night has changed back to rain. 

The rain, which has frozen on the trol- 
ley wires, has caused the street car com- 
panies much trouble, and several of the 
suburban lines have been badly crippled. 
The storm has been accompanied by a gale 
of forty-eight miles an hour. ; 

Many persons have been badly injured by 
falls, the pavements being simply sheets 
of ice. 

Snow is generally reported between the 
great lakes and the Rocky Mountains to- 
day. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Feb. 5.—A blizzard 
is raging throughout Eastern and Southern 
Wisconsin. The snow is drifting badly. 
Railroad trains and street car traffic are 
considerably hampered. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Feb. 3.—Gov. Mackey is 
on a snow-bound train between here and 
Osceola, Neb. It may be ten or twelve hours 
before the train is dug out. 


SILVERTON, Col, Feb. 3.—Numerous 
snow slides have occurred in this vicinity 
during the last forty-eighfhours. At How- 
ardsville, four miles east of Silverton, F. 
A. Hayes, aged thirty-five years, Superin- 
tendent of the Big Five Mining Company, 
was caught by a slide and killed. 

Fully six feet of snow fell above the tim- 
ber line during a storm wkhich began on 
Sunday and continued until to-day. No 
train has reached Silverton for three days, 
and none is expected for a few days more, 
as many snow slides have occurred on the 
railroad from Durango.

Richard Lamb of New York spoke in 
favor of electric haulage.

George Clinton of Buffalo denied the as- 
sertion of Mr. Lamb with reference to effi- 
cient electric propulsion in a_nine-foot 
canal on the ground that no effective meth- 
od had yet been devised. He asserted that 
a twelve-foot canal was needed for any 
mode of traction. He dwelt upon the office 
of the canal as a modifying factor in 
freight rates, and argued that the improved 
canal would restore the line of least resist- 
ance along Which commerce would return 
to New York. 

He was followed by Gustav H. Schwab, 
who analyzed at great length the condi- 
tions of New York City’s commerce, to 
show that its traffic had decreased dis- 
astrously. This he attributed to lack 
adequate improvement of the canals. Lake 
and canal transportation, he asserted, has 
not kept pace with the advance in science 
and mechanical arts, whereas the railroads 
have been alert»‘’ to introduce one improve- 
ment on the heels of another.” 

“The canal,” he said, ‘‘to which New 
|} York owes her greatness is now in precisely 

the same condition as in 1862."’ 

He held that the canal not only competes 
; with the railroads and keeps down freight 
rates, but also greatly benefits the rail- 
roads by drawing traffic to the

Major Thomas W. Symons of the United 
States Corps of Engineers spoke especially 
of the engineering features of the project.

Mr. Grout explained the sources of sink- 
ing fund revenues of New York City. These 
revenues have increased beyond expecta- 
tion, he declared, and this year they will 
add to the fund nearly $8,500,000 more than 
would be required under the scientific 
method of meeting the city's debts, and 
on the expiration of obligations in 1928 he 
declared there will be a surplus under the 
present system of $300,000,000. 

‘“‘ Were the normal method possible here,” 
he said, ‘‘all these revenues would go to 
the general fund for the reduction of taxa- 
tion, and the taxation would be reduced 
this year by about $8,500,000, yet the sink- 
ing fund would be fully maintainea and 
be able to meet every obligation in full. 

“If present conditions are continued un- 
changed, the taxpayers of 1929 will get a 
sudden relief in taxation of over $16,000,000 
—to such sum will the annual revenues 
have been increased. They also will have 
Suddenly canceled over &300,000,000 of cor- 
porate stock, the surplus held by the sink- 
ing fund commissioners. This will be a 
relief to them obtained only by the addi- 


tion needlessly to our annual burden of 
a sum which now exceeds $8,000,000, and 
which is yearly growing.” ; 

In order to permit of the use of this sur- 
plus, he explained, and still comply with 
the law creating the sinking fund, the bill 
under consideration provides for the crea- 
tion of new securities. The proceeds of 
these are to be paid into the general fund 
for the reduction of taxation, and they are 
to be issuable only to the sinking fund 
commissioners, and only to the annual 
amgunt by which the revenues of this fund 
exc@ed its sufficient and scientific annual 
installment, 

“ This plan apportions justly this relief 
to the taxpayers before 1929,” he said. ‘It 
will put the surplus of the sinking fund 
entirely into the general fund bonds, re- 
sulting in its practical distribution to the 
taxpayers yearly by reducing the levy, and 
there will be no sudden change in 1929. 

“If a power to issue bonds the proceeds 
of which should go to the general fund for 
the reduction of taxation were created 
broadly and without limitation, then the 
plan would be objectionable, for that would 
be borrowing to meet annual expenses. 
But this proposed issue is carefully limited. 
It is thus not a power to borrow on bonds 
for annual maintenance, but only a power 
to use annually a certain excess in the 
sinking fund.’’ 

Mr. Grout said that the plan had the in- 
dorsement of practically all the investors 
in New York City stocks, of leading finan- 
ciers, bankers, past Mayors, and Control- 
lers as to its financial soundness, «nd cf 
meti representing the city’s best thought 
in legal matters affecting the city. In the 
magnitude of relief afforded,.he declared it 
would. exceed any city legislation before 
the Assembly for years. 

Herbert L. Satterlee, Clarénce Whitman, 
and George F. Seward also spoke in favor 
of the bill. 

There was no opposition to the Elsberg 
bill providing for a change in the time for 
the collection of taxes in New York City 
from October to January in the Senate Cit- 
ies Committee to-day. 

“ Of all strange features or irregularities 
in the financial system of the city, none 
seems more striking than the fact that the 
City of New York’s income from the tax 
levy begins over nine months from the be- 
ginning of each year.”’ said Mr. Grout in 
explaining it. The city in this period is 
without any resources on band with which 
to pay expenses. It is compelled to go into 
the money market and borrow money on 
revenue bonds, which are redeemed when 
taxes are collected, 

“In the budget for 1902 there is an item 
for interest on revenue bonds amounting 
to $1,212,500, and in the budget for 1903 an 
amount estimated at $950,000, 

“In this bill it is proposed to change the 
law so that taxes may be payable very 
near to the beginning of the year. It is 
anticipated that this’ arrangement will 
place the city in possession of sufficient 
funds to finance its affairs without bor- 
rowing on its revenue bonds,

NEW CIVIL SERVICE PLAN. 


Senator Raines Proposes to Limit the 
Power of the Courts, 


ALBANY, Feb. 3.—Senator Raines to-day 
introduced a bill so amending the Civil 
Service law as to make final the findings of 
the State or a municipal Civil Service Com- 
mission as to the proper classification of 
any office, except whcn a taxpayer in be- 
half of a person aggrieved shall appéal for 
a review of the proceedings. 

This amendment is said to be designed to 
prevent the recurrence of a situation such 
as exists in Kings County, where th- de- 
cision of the State Commission was re- 
versed by the Supreme Court and a large 
number of positions transferred from the 
competitive to the non-competitive class.

NEGROES WORKING FOR CRUM. 


Officials of the Afro-American Council 
Urge That He Be Made Collector 
at Charleston. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—A new factor 
has entered the fight for the confirmation 
of Dr. Crum as Collector at Charleston. 
It is the Afro-American Council, the lead- 
ing negro organization of the country, 
which is taking a hand in about every 
fight that comes up over the race ques- 
tion now. 

The busiest people at the Capitol to-day 
were officials of the Afro-Americans con- 


ferring with the Republican Senators in 
Crum’s behalf. Bishop Walters of New 
Jersey, the Chairman of the Council, took 
the lead in this missionary work, and dur- 
ing the day he saw Senators Depew of 
New York, Dryden of New Jersey, and 
many others. Bishop Walters expressed 
the opinion that Crum would be con- 
firmed, 

“While it is true that my visit to the 
Capitol is in Dr. Crum’s behalf,” said 
Bishop Walters, ‘‘the fight is not made 
because of his color. There is a precedent 
involved in the case which necessitates 
such action. Dr. Crum is a man of char- 
acter, has every qualification for the posi- 
tion, and, so far as I have observed, no 
valid objection has been offered against 
the appointment. The race question is 
being gradually solved, and we do not wish 
that subject lugged in this case.’”’ 

When asked about the plan presented to 
the President whereby a committee of 
leading colored citizens should distribute 
patronage to the bLiaek race, Bishop Wal- 
ters said that was being considered. 

“Tt is true,”’ said he, ‘‘that some em- 
barrassment has been caused the Presi- 
dent by some members of the race.in their 
demands for office. We are now consid- 
ering a plan that will adjust all these 
matters.’ 

The general meeting of the Afro-Ameri- 
ean Council of the entire country will be 
held in Louisville in July, when, Bishop 
Walters stated, many of the present ques- 
tions now affecting thé colored racé will 
be considered. 


CHICAGO RAILWAY’S PROPOSAL. 


Union Traction Company Outlines 
Terms for Long and Short Re- 
newals of Its Franchises.

CHICAGO, Feb, 3.—Members of the Union 
Traction ‘' Protective Committee held 
another meeting this afternoon to consider 
an outline of what the company might give 
for an extension of its franchise, 

The committee was informed that the 
eompany would be willing to waive its 
claims to a ninety~year franchise and give 
10 per cent. of its gross receipts for a fifty- 
year grant. This. would also include the 
building of subways and the expenditure

Cc. K. G. Billings Believes That the

Thirty-five-Year Franchise.

CHICAGO, Feb. 3.—C. K, G. 
rived in Chicago this morning in a happy 
frame of mind. Within two weeks the 
American capitalists who are bidding for 
the Paris gas franchise will know what ac- 
tion the Chamber of Deputies in the French 
capital have taken on their proposition, he 
said. He believes that he and his asso- 
ciates will be the successful bidders. 

“We found that the present gas com- 
pany’s franchise would expire in 1906, and 
that it was a good proposition,’’ he said, 
“So we put in a bid. That is, we have 
agreed to unite with the Paris capitalists 
in making a proposition to the City of 
Paris. That is really all there is to it 
excepting a bend of $2,000,000.” 

‘What of the term of franchise?’ 

“Well, that, too, is satisfactory. The 
new charter will run thirty-five years— 
that is, when the city asked for terms on 
which we would make a bid, that was the 
term stipulated. We investigated thor- 
oughly all the conditions there before we 
made any attempt to figure with the city, 
They get a good price for their coke, and 
they get coal a great deal cheaper than 
we do here, especially at the present time.”’ 


RICE MILLS FOR ST. PAUL. 


They Will Handle Great Quantities of 
the Staple to be Brought from 
the Orient.

ST. PAUL, Feb. 3.—Within a short time 
there will’ be built in St. Paul some of 
the largest rice mills in the world. They 
are intended to handle millions of pounds 


of rice from the Orient that the Great 
Northern Railroad will soon be_ bringing 
into this city. Other plants will be erect- 
ed to turn the milled rice into various kinds 
of foods. ‘ 

A man who is interested in the mills says 
that James J. Hill has made up his mind 
that St. Paul shall be the centre of the 
rice trade in this’ country: As Mr. Hill 
will control the rice coming from_ the 
Orient into this country, he can establish 
a market where it happens to suit him to

earry this rice from Japan to America, 
They are to be twice as large as any vessel 
afloat upon the Pacific Ocean to-day.

ALBANY, Feb. 3.—The Assembly to-day 
had its revenge on Major Francis G. Lan- 
don, who represents the Second District of 
Dutchess County, for his action in obtain- 
ing a decision from Attorney General Cun- 
neen that members of the Legislature have 
no right to use Pullman passes.

ALBANY, Feb. 3.~The “right” of the 
New York City police to enter anywhere 
without a warrant on the ground that they 
are “inspecting "’ or “ supervising ”’ is at- 
tacked by a bill introduced to-day py As- 
semblyman Metcalfe, amending the «har. 


ter relating to the duties in general uf the 
police force. 

Mr. Metcalfe explains that it is intended 
to stop blackmailing by policemen by with- 
drawing their implied right to enter un- 
lawful places for the purpose of “ super- 
vising and inspection.”’ Mr. Metcalfe says 
it is not intended to prevent raids upon 
places where unlawful proceedings are sus- 
pected, but only to stop visits by police- 
men for purposes other than arrests. 

The bill removes from the list of ;laces 
which the police are at present required 
‘carefully to observe and inspect,’’ disor- 
derly houses, lottery offices, policy shops, 
gambling houses, cockpits, and ratpits. 

When Mr. Metcalf was asked what was 
the purpose of his bill he said it had been 
drawn with a view to carrying out the 
ideas which Judge Gaynor set forth in a 
magazine article criticising recent police 
raids. He said that the effect of the bill 
would be to prevent the levying of black- 
mail by wardmen. 

He was asked if Judge Gaynor had given 

him the bill. He said he had not, but re- 
fused to say at whose request he had in- 
troduced it. 
} F'rom other sources it was learned that 
the gamblers’ syndicate was anxious to 
have the bill passed.

Senate Trust Plan Likely to Suc- 
ceed in Conference. 


Elkins Inter-State Commerce. Bill 
Passes the Senate—General Staff 
Measure Is Amended.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—No conclusion 
was reached by the conferrees on the De- 
partment of Commerce bill in a long sés- 
sion to-day, and another méeting was called 
for to-morrow. The proposed trust amend. 
ment which the Senate committee desires 
to place on the section in regard to the 
new Bureau of Corporations was discussed, 
and from what was said the prospect seems 
g00d for favorabie action thereupon. 

The House conferrees brought to the at- 
tention of the conference the fact that there 
was a feeling in the House that the con- 
ferrees were going beyond their jurisdic- 
tion in dealing with the trust question in 
connection with this bill. The fact was 
mentioned that after many weeks of labor 
the Littlefield sub-committee of the House 
Judiciary Committee had reported a trust 
bill, and it had ‘the appearance of unfair- 
ness to saddle trust legislation on the De- 
partment of Commerce bill and sidetrack 
the Littlefield bill, 

To anticipate the discussion of that bill, 
they was to defeat radical legisla- 
tior. entirely and possibly postpone for 
the enactment of a law which will 
deal effectively with the trust evil. 

The Senate conferrees objected to the 
clause which the House has put on the bill 
erecting a Bureau of Corporations unless 
the of this bureau shall be en- 
larged as to provide the machinery 
necéssary to carry out the publicity policy 
of dealing with trusts. 

As amended by the Senate conferrees 
Section 6 of the bill provides for a Com- 
missioner of Corporations, with a -salary 


of $5,000, and a Deputy Commissioner, with 
a salary of $3,500. They are to inquire into

The Senate to-day passed, without objec- 
tion or discussion, the Elkins bill to fur- 
ther regulate railroad transportation. It 
is one of a number of measures presented 
in this Congress concerning corporations, 
and has particular reference to railroads. 

Senator Elkins, (Rep., West Va.,) author 
of the bill, discussed its prospects in the 
House this afternoon with Representative 
Hepburn, Chairman of the Committee on 
Inter-State Commerce, to which it will be 
referred, and also with Representative Lit- 
tlefield, author of the anti-trust bill re- 
ported from the Judiciary Committee. 

Mr. Hepburn thought there would be no 
difficulty in securing a favorable report 
from his committee, but said that the pos- 
sibility of radical amendment in the House 
made it questionable whether it »vould be 
feasible to attempt to pass it.“ The fact 
that the Elkins bill passed without discus- 
to amend has encouraged 
its friends to believe that a similar result 
may be achieyed in the House. 

Some of the provisions of the Elkins bill 
are incorporated in the Littlefield bill, but 
Mr. Littlefield told the Senator to-day that 
he would not oppose the measure in the 
lHiouse on that account. 

The Army Appropriation bili. which went 
over vesterday at the request of Mr. Pet- 
tus, (Dem.. Ala.,) was also passed in the 
Senate. The provision establishing a gen- 
era' staff was eliminated. Later, the in- 
dependent measure, identical in its provis- 
ions with the General Staff section of the 
Army bill, was passed, after having been 
reconsidered to permit the incorporation of 
an amendment by Mr. Berry placing the 
Chief of Staff exclusively under the direc- 
tio: of the President. 

Senator Quarles (Rep., Wis.,) continued 
his remarks in opposition to the State- 
hood bill He spoke for two hours and a 
half without concluding. 

Mr. Quay (Rep., Penn.,) inquired what 
had become of his two amendments to the 
Sundry Civil and Agricultural Appropria- 
tion bills, embodying the Statehood bill, 
which had been reported by his committee. 

Mr. Beveridge characterized the action of 
Mr. Quay an extraordinary procedure. 
Mr. Quay drisy replied that there was 
nothing unusual about it. 

There was no answer to Mr. Quay’s ques- 
tion, and after a short executive session the 
Senate adjourned.

SHOT WOMAN AND SELF AT 
BERNHARD BEINECKE’S HOME 


Waiter Seriously Wounds Banker's 
Housekeeper, and Then Com- 
mits Suicide. 


Sweethearts’ quarreis between Robert 
Eelilich, a waiter, and Mrs. Mary Garlin, 
hcusckeeper for Bernhard Beinecke, mer- 
chant and banker, at 26 West Seventy- 
sixth Street, ended in a tragedy at nine 
«clock yesterday morning, when Beitlich 
shot Mrs. Garlin and then killed himself 
with two pistol bullets and a draught 
of carbolic acid. The crime was. com- 
mitted at the basement door of Mr. Bein- 
ccke'’s home, and a force of reserves from 
the West Sixty-eighth Street police station 
was required to maintain order in the 
crowd which was attracted to the usually 
quiet residential street. 

Beitlich, whose home was at 612 Second 
Avenue, had known the woman for a long 
time, and they had had several quarr:3 
recently. He called at the basement doo0- 
ai 8.45 o clock yesterday morning, and was 
t» & by a maid that the housekeeper would 
net him. Then he went away. In 
fifteen minutes he returned, and Mrs. Garlin 
went out into the space under the stoap, 
between the inside door and the gratinz 
l-ading into the ireaway The gratius was 
clcsed, and the two had some conversation 
thicugh the iron bars. Those ip the house 
heaid four shots and rushel ot to tind 
tein the visitor and thé houfekeeper iving 
apperently dead. His first two shota were 
fei at her, the last one iak'ng «ffect. 
Then he turned the pistol toward himself. 
Agen his first aim was faulty, tt the 
second ball pierced his right™ temple, tore 
o.t his eye and *merged throug: his rose. 
The laundress of the house, on reacning 
the scene. was too frightened for a moment 
t¢ make an outcry, and as she _ stood 
speechless she saw Beitlich revive slowly, 
os though ke had been simply stunned 
L~ the pistol wound. Calmly, without any 
octery, he reached into his pocket and 
prvc.ueet a bottle of carbelNe acid, waich 
i Giained. :

The prisoner entered the employ of the 
bank in 1890 as a messenger. In eight 
years he rose to the position of receiving 
teller.

Some three weeks 
later Pauli was arrested in Memphis, Tenn.

The men 
in Class F, who receive less than $800 a 
year, subscribed for 15,038 shares and the 
subscribers numbered 12,170. The full 
amount of their subscriptions was allotted 
to them. 

The number who subscribed in Class D, 
($2,500 to $5,000 annual salary,) Class ©, 
($5.000 to $10,000 annual salary,) Class B, 
($10,000 to $20,000,) and Class A, (over $20,- 
000 annual salary,) was not made public 
in detail. There were, however, 1,203 of 
them to subscribe to 7,174 shares, which 
number is arrived at by deducting the num- 
ber of shares subsctped by the lower 
classes from the total subscribed for. 
These classes, composed mainly of officials 
of the corporations, were allotted shares as 
follows: Class D, 80 per cent,; Class C, 70 
per cent.; Class B, 60 per. cent., and Class 
A, 50 per cent. of their respective subscrip- 
tions.

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CANAL TREATY REPORTED 


Senate Committee Frustrates Mr. 
Morgan’s Dilatory Tactics. 


He Declares He Will Renew Them on 
the Sénate Floor—Probability 
of Ratification. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The Panama 
Canal treaty has been reported to the 
Senate by the Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations. This was accomplished with the 
affirmative votes of all the members ex- 
cept Messrs. Bacon and Morgan. The for- 
mer is favorable to ratification, but voted 
with Mr, Morgan for the reason that the 
Alabama Senator was forced to suspend 
his opposition, until the treaty shall be 
taken up in the executive session of the 
Senate. 

At the outset Mr. Morgan exhibited a 
disposition to defeat the treaty by con- 
suming time and preventing action af the 
present session of Congress. With this end 


in vie's he opened his campaign of spposi- 
tion by talking indefinitely on his resolu- 
tion asking the President for information 
with regard to the official status of the 
Colombia Chargé d’Affaires, who, Mr. 
Morgan contended, was without proper au- 
thority to sign a convention. When it be- 
came apparent that he could not carry 
a single vote with him on that proposi- 
tion, Mr. Morgan permitted a vote on the 
resolution, and it was rejected with unan- 
imity. 

Following this Mr. Morgan declared that 
it’ was not his purpose to make factious 
opposition, but that he desired to make 
certain offers of amendments and to have 
opportunity to support- them with argu- 
ment in order that he might place _ his 
views and his vote on record. That he 
might have time and opportynity for this, it 
was decided that the committee would sit 
daily, but as Mr. Morgan exhibited no 
sign of weariness it was determined to 
hold a continuous session. Finding that his 
tactics for securing delay were to be frus- 
trated by the committee, Mr. Morgan aban- 
doned them ‘and permitted a vote to be 
taken to-day on reporting the treaty to 
the Senate. 

Mr. Morgan will renew his opposition in 
the Senate unless he can be persuaded or 
compelled to abandon this course, His 
plan in committee was to offer amend- 
ments to every section and occupy time 
in speaking on each. He declared this 
morning that he intends to follow this 
course in the Senate. 

It is probable the Senate will find a 
way of reaching a vote on ratification, es- 
pecially as Mr, Morgan seems to have 
neither sympathy nor support. The limit 
of time for ratification expires March 4, 
but Senator Cullom is hopeful that ratifi- 
eation will be

LESSLER BRIBERY REPORT. 


House Naval Committee Puts All Biame 
on Doblin—No Evidence Against 
Quigg or Holland Boat Company. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—A majority of 
the Committee on Naval Affairs of the 
House to-day agreed upon a report on the 
Lessler bribery charges in relation to the 
Holland submarine boats. The following 
are the findings: 

“1, That the charge made by Mr. Lessler 
that an attempt-had been made to corrupt- 
ly influence his action respecting proposed 
legislation is sustained by the evidence; 
such attempt, in the opinion of the commit? 
tee, having been made by one Philip Do>d- 
lin on his own initiative and responsibility, 
with the idea of making money for him- 
self if he should find Mr. Lessler corrupt- 
ly approachable. 

“2. That there is no evidence to sustain 
the charge of an attempt by Lemuel B. 
Quigg to corruptly influence a member of 
the Committee on Naval Affairs respecting 
proposed legislation . pending before seid 


. committee and the House. 


“3 That there is no evidence to sustain 


the charge of an attempt by the Holland 
Svtmarine Boat Company or any of its 
agents to corruptly influence a member of 
the Committee on Naval Affairs respecting 
prvposed legislation before said committee 
and th* House. 

“In view of the foregoing we recommend 
that the clerk of the committee be directed 
to Gartity to the Attorney, General of the 
United tates a copy of the testimoay 
taken at the hearing, with a request that 
he take such action as the law ind the 
facts warrant.”’ 

A minority report also was made. It was 
signed by Representatives Kitchin, (Dem., 
N. C.,) Vandiver, (Dem., Mo.,) and Roberts, 
(Rep., Mass.,) and differs from the major- 
ity report only in respect to the first con- 
clusion. On this point it says: ** The charge 
that an attempt was made to corruptly 
influence a member of the Committee on 
Naval Affairs respecting proposed legisla- 
tion pending before the House is not sus- 
tained.”’

WATER SCARE IN LONG ACRE. 


Broken Pipe in Subway Causes Police 
Reserves to be Summoned. 


“4 four-inech water pipe connected with 
the twelve-inch main which furnishes water 
to a fire hydrant, burst yesterday afternoon, 
dolig much damage to telephone and tele- 
frarh wires girded to ‘the beams on the 
top of the subway excavation at Broadway 
and Forty-third Street. The break was dis- 
covered at 3:20 o'clock, and the flow con- 
tinued for an hour or more before the 
Water Department could be summoned.

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PLANS FOR THIRD BRIDGE 


The Manhattan to be Ornamental 
as Well as Useful. 








Halls in Anchorages to be Larger Than 
Cooper Union Auditorium—Globular 
Lights on High Pinnacles. 





Manhattan Bridge, the altered plans of 
which were shown for the first time yester- 
day, will be a structure of architectural 
beauty as well as one of great usefulness. 
In many particulars conventional lines in 
bridge building have been departed from, 
and although they are not entirely new to 
bridge builders in detail, they will be novel 
in their entirety. 

Aside from the rather elaborate 
mentation, the utilization of space in each 
of the two anchorages, including the great 
public meeting halls built inside, is in the 
nature of an innovation. Each of the 
halls will be larger than the meeting hall 
in Cooper Union, and they are to be de- 
voted to any public purpose that the city 
Officials may determine. Commissioner 
Iindenthal said last night that ‘the plans 
were ready to go to the Municipal Art Com- 
mission for inspection. After that, he 
said, they would be placed on exhibition in 
the rooms of the Architecural League of 
New York, at 215 West Fifty-seventh 
Street, together with the plans of the other 
two bridges spanning the East River and 
those of two smaller bridges that the 
Commissioner proposes to build. 

From an engineering standpoint the con- 
struction of the towers as compared with 
the Williamsburg Bridge will be a novelty. 
The Manhattan Bridge is to have iron 
shafts treated as columns. There. are to be 
four perpendicular columns in each tower. 
This arrangement is inteng@ed to provide 
for expansion and contraction in a 
way. Instead of the cables being carried 
over saddles at the tops of the towers, the 
entire tower will swing on pivots near the 
base when the elements cause a change in 
the measurement of the steel. It is esti- 
mated that there will be only a slight 
movement at the top, and this will not be 
noticeable. The four columns are to be 
held together by steel frames, so that the 
entire fabric of the tower will have ample 
strength. 

Where the towers meet the roadways 


there will be balconies to afford space for 
recreation in the Summer time. The base 
of the tower will have an ornamental cor- 
nice, and on the sides of the balconies are 
to be ornamental pinnacles. On the tops 
of the towers will be still greater innacles, 
raising each structure to a height of 260 
feet. The pinnacles will be surmounted 
with great globular lamps’ for illumination 
at night. There are to be also ornamental 
archways running through the masonry of 
the anchorages. ; 

There will be a bronze railing around the 


top of the anchorages, and an ample yg

ber of public comfort stations are 
underground. Four stairways will lead 
from the top of the anchorages to the 


street at convenient points. 
The trusses used for stiffening cn other 


bridges are to be substituted by link 
cables, and the stiffening trusses will be 
used to connect two sets of these. It is 


said this will not only give strength, but 
will make the roadway clear as a boule- 
vard, affording a splendid view of the 
entire structure. The tracks for the ele- 
wated trains will be above the trolley 
road, and the promenade will be on the 
outside of the roadway. The driveway is 
to occupy the centre of the bridge. 

The exact floor dimensions of the public 
meeting halls will be about 180 by 80, each 
hall being 25 feet high. 


Want Plans for Bridge No. 4 Changed. 

At last night’s meeting of Queens Coun- 
ty’s Committee of Forty, which for years 
has been working for the building of the 


Blackwell's Island Bridge, it was agreed 
that by providing for widening the first 
floor plan of the ‘bridge so as to include 
foot paths the ‘existing pians could .be made 
satisfactory. This would leave the railroad 
tracks overhead’ ofi the second story: A 
committee of five was named to wait upon 
Mayor Low and urge him to have his ex- 
perts conform their plans to the ideas of 
the citizens. 


TO PROTECT RAILWAY TICKETS. 


Roads of the Country Form a Bureau to 
Detect Forgers, Counterfeiters, and 
Unlawful Manipulators. 


The Railway Ticket Bureau is the name 
of a new organization supported by the 
railroads of the United States for the pur- 
pose of detecting and prosecuting ticket 
forgers, counterfeiters, and unlawful manip- 
ulators of railway tickets or other evidence 
of transportation. This new bureau was 
brought into being yesterday at a meeting 
@f representatives of all the important 
Tailway systems in the United States, which 
Was held at the Trunk Line Association's 
rooms, 143 Liberty Street. 

‘The meeting was presided over by George 
H. Daniels, General Passenger Agent of 
the New York Central and Hudson River 
Railroad, and others who were present 
were T. W. Lee, General Passenger Agent 
of the Lackawanna; J. F. Fairlamb, Au- 
ditor of the passenger department of the 
New York Central; N. E. Weeks, Com- 
missioner of the New England Railway 
Association; F. C. Donald, Commissioner 
of the Central Passenger Association of 
Chicago; E. A. Ford, General Passenger 
Agent of the Pennsylvania; B. N. Austin, 
General Passenger Agent of the Baltimore 
and Ohio; A. J. Smith, General Passenger 
Agent of the Lake Shore; Joseph Rich- 
ardson, representing the Eastern Passenger 
Association; 8. H. Hardwick, General Pas- 
senger Agent of the Southern Railroad; 
W. F. Prague, General Passenger Agent 
of the Atlantic Coast Line, and C. L. Stone, 
Generai Passenger Agent of the Louisville 
and Nashville.

“BIG FOUR” IN. PITTSBURG. 


The Vanderbilts Said to be Planning to 
Build and Secure Important

PITTSBURG, Penn. Feb. 3.—Pittsburg is 
to have another large railroad. The pro- 
posed line is none other than the Big 
Four. For some time past it has been 
known that the road was figuring on en- 
tering this city, and now it is claimed that 
the plans are practically perfected and the 
finishing touches will be put to the plans 
at once and the work of construction start- 
ed immediately. 

The scheme is managed by the Vander- 
bilts and involves two of the roads they 
now own.

This would give the Vanderbilts a 
short line between Youngstown and Gal- 
lion and connect two of their important 
roads. The cut-off would strike ithe Pig 
Four at Gallion and meet the Lake Erie at

GOULD PLANS IN MARYLAND.

BALTIMORE, Feb. 3.—The Gould-Wa- 
bdsh interests are said to be behind the 
syndicate organized to buy the floating 
stock of the old CHesapeake and Ohio 


Canal. The plan is to force the sale of the 
canal before the expiration of Judge 
Stakes’s last decree extending the opera- 
tion of it to Jan. 1, 1905. 

Four years ago the West Virginia Cer- 
tral and Pittsburg Railway Company, now 
owned by the Goulds, tried to secure the 
canal for a roadbed from Cumberland, 
Md., to tidewater at Georgetown, D. C., vn 
the Potomac. Politics prevented the deal. 
The canal will afford a short, easy grade 
route from the Alleghanies to Washing- 
ton. It is certain that the Gould interests 
contemplate a line between Washington 
and Baltimore to put them on even terms 
with the Pennsylvania and the Baltimore 
and Ohio. 


MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP PLEA.

‘* Were the Electric Light bill passed the 
city should at once proceed to put it into 
operation, and as a first step should se- 
cure from the sanitary district the right 
to the invaluable water power at Lock- 
port. With this cheap power not only 
could we light all our streets with elec- 
tricity at comparatively small cost, but 
we could furnish electric light to the peo- 
ple much cheaper than rates which now 
rule for gas.”’ 


“ Anti-Alum ” Law Unconstitutional.

Many Robberies in Last Three Months— 
Nurse, Watching by Dead Child, 
Chloroformed by Thieves. 





Repeated burglaries recently on Staten 
Island have so alarmed the residents there 
that a»mutual protective association has 
developed, with pistols, dogs, and tele- 
phones all figuring in the scheme of house- 
holders to guard their lives and property. 
There is an understanding that a telephone 
call is to be answered instantly, for none 
knows whether it may be an appeal for 
help against burglars. Failure to answer a 


cal] would bring about an immediate inves- 
tigation, with the expectation of finding 
the members of the family victims of the 
thieves who are terrorizing the borough. 
An early morning telephone conversation 


in Richmond ordinarily runs along these 


lines: 
Hello, Jones; anybody murdered or 
robbed?”’ 
“Nope. Everything quiet with you?” 
“Yes, but Jenkins’s house was entered. 


You call up the rest of the neighbors. I’ve 
got to catch a boat.” 

Accordingly, Jones satisfies himself as 
to the welfare of the other persons living 
in his vicinity, tells them the news as to 
Jenkins, and after breakfast all parties in- 
terested adjourn to the residence of that 
victim to congratulate him on having 
escaped with his life.

When they left 
there they took all the wearing apparel 
they could find and wrote a farewell mes- 
sage on the kitchen wall.

COAL STRIKE TESTIMONY 


Chairman Gray Dissatisfied with a 
Witness for Miners. 


He Indorses Gen. Gobin’s Attitude Dur- | 


ing the Strike, and Commends Men 
Who Tried to Aid Mob’s Victim. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 3.—When the 
Anthracite Coal Strike Commission resumed 
its session to-day, Daniel T. McKelvy, a 
Justice of the Peace of Hazleton, who was 
a witness yesterday, was recalled for cross- 
eximantion.. Counsel attempted to show 
that the witness had neglected his duty as 
an officer of the law because of his par- 
tiality toward the strikers. The witness 
did not deny that his sympathies were with 
the strikers, but asserted that he had not 
failed in his duty. He told of having been 
out an entire night among the strikers’ 
pickets to adyise the strikers to remain 
away from company property and to create 
no disturbance. ae 
~ Chairman Gray appeared dissatisfied with 


the witness's testimony concerning an as- | 


sault upon a non-union man, with which 
McKelvy had been charged. The Chairman 
was unable to clearly understand witness's 
description of the occurrence, and dis- 
played considerable impatience. 

E. J. Curry of Freeland, a general storc- 
keeper, said the prices charged in the 
Markle stores averaged 1214 per cent. nigh- 
er than his prices. 

William McLaughlin of Shenandoah said 
there were few scenes of disorder in that 
city, the notable exceptions being the riot 
in which Joseph Beddall was killed und 
whieh resulted’in the call for troops. 

Counsel! questioned witness concerning the 
effect of Gen. Gobin’s celebrated “* shoot-to- 
kill” order. He said it created a general 
teeling of indignation. 

“ What was Gen. Gobin’s attitude re- 
garding the strikers?’ witness was asked, 

Chairman Gray decided against the ad- 
. mission of the question. He said: ‘ Gen. 
Gobin's attitude was that of a man sent 
to the place for the purpose of mainlaim- 
ing order, I suppose.”’ 

Asked if an attempt was made by any 
of the mob to rescue Joseph Beddall from 
death, witness said three men had tried to 
assist him. 

_** What are the names of these 
inquired Chairman Gray. “ They 
to be placed on the roll of honor.”’ 

Witness knew two of the three, Edward 
McGinnis and Michael Durkin, and Chair- 
man Gray said he hoped the press would 
publish the names. 

W illiam Rutledge, a miner employed in 
Pine Ridge colliery of the Delaware and 
Hudson Company, was questioned concern- 
ing the limitation of the production. He 
said that ordinarily the loading of seven 
cars would constitute a day's Work, but 
since the ending of the recent strike he has 
been unable to load more than four and 
one-half cars daily because the supply of 
cars has been limited by the company.

SHUT SUGAR REFINERIES | 


Only the Arbuckles Running in This 
Neighborhood. 


Curtailment of Output to Meet Light 
Demand and Accumulated Supply 
Apparently the Reason. 


The only sugar refineries in active oper- 
aticn in this neighborhood yesterday were 
those of Arbuckle Brothers. It was said 
that they were turning out their tull out- 
put, but James N. Jarvie of the firm de- 
clined to talk either of its affairs or those 
of other refineries, which are classed in 
lower Wall Street as rivals of this sugar 
and ccffee house.. Of the American Sugur 
Itcfining Company's plants the Havemeyer 
& L£i-ler refineries in Kent Avenue, Brook- 
lyn, were closed Monday night, throwmg 
4,000. men out of*employment. The tru3t's 
Jersey City refinery, sometimes known ¢s 
the Matthiessen & Weichers refinery, is uil 
but closed down. Its Philadelphia refinery 
was shut down three weeks ago, and has 
just started up again. A Wall Street dis- 
patch from Boston was to the effect tnat 
one of the trust’s three refineries there 
has been closed for three weeks, and ‘that 
the otker two have restricted their output. 
None o* these facts was admitted or denied 
at the offices of the company yesterday, 
but the following semi-official statement 
was issued: 

There is no special significance to present cur- 
tailment of sugar refining, It is our custom at 
this season of the year, when demand is so light, 
to reduce our output. This season of dullness is 
of short duration, and our refineries will again 
shortly be turning out their average output. 

“ Partly because it is a convenient time 
to overhaul] and clean machinery and partly 
because there is an excess of stock all over 
the country,’ said James H. Post of B. H. 
Howell, Son & Co., **the National Sugar 
Refining Company has shut down its re- 
fineries at Yonkers and Greenpoint. Their 
joint output was 8,000 barrels of refined 
sugar a day, and we employed 1,500 men. 
We shall resume in a week or ten days. 
The glut of stock was not due, as reported, 
to the American Sugar Refining Company 
increasing its output to supply the trade of 
the National. Nor is it true that the shut- 
ting down is a bear movement on raw 
sugar. It is true that our stocks of raws 
cost us more than is now the market price 
and that we might recoup ourselves if the 
raw sugar market went down, but this is 
simply coincidental, while we should not be 
business men if we did not take advantage 
of every market turn in our favor.” 

No one outside of the Trust's confidence 
appeared to have an idea of when its shut- 
down refineries would resume. Willett & 
Gray. the lower Wall Street authorities on 
sugar, made this explanation of the re- 
stricted output: 

A large accumulation of refined product has 
necessitated the closing down of all refineries in 
this vicinity, with the exception of the Arbuckle 
refinery, which still continues to run light. The 
Philadelphia and Boston houses also continue 
running. A decline of 5 cents per 100 pounds 
in New Orleans and also at Kansas City shows 
an easier tendency to the Western markets. This 
course of closing refineries, instead of reducing 
prices, would appear to correct the overproduc- 
tion without demoralization sooner than if prices 
were reduced and production continued on the 
same seale, which might have led to serious com- 
plications. 

Mr. Willett said that he could not con- 
firm the report of the shutting down of one 
of the trust’s Boston refineries. The circu- 
lar of his firm said of raw sugars that, 
owing to the shutdowns, the market is 
left without buyers, and a further decline 
in a quiet market must be looked for be- 
fore improvement sets in. 


Wireless for All Trust’s Fast Boats. 
According to a statement given out yes- 
terday by the Marconi Company, all the 
fasi steamers of the International Mercan- 
tile Marine Company will be equipped with 
wireless telegraph plants. The recent de- 
lay of the St. Louis emphasized the need 
of further equipment.

Petition in Bankruptcy Filed Against 


the Company—A _ Broadway 
Lease the Difficulty. 


A petition in involuntary bankruptcy was 
filed yesterday against the Bailey Restau-

It was alleged that the company 
is insolvent and on Jan. 10 committed an 
act of bankruptcy by making payments 
to two creditors to give them preference— 
$400 to the New York Edison Company and 
$375 to William C. Schermerhorn. 

The company was incorporated in Octo- 
ber, 1899, under New Jersey laws, with a 
capital stock of $250,000, succeeding to the 
business established three years previous- 
ly by William M. Bailey, who became 
President and manager. The business was 
extended by opening new restaurants and 
disposing of some others. One of the new 
restaurants was in the basement of 108 
West Thirty-fourth Street, under the store 
of Saks & Co., which was opened about 
two months agu, the company leasing the 
premises for ten years at an annual rental 
of $16,000 to $18,000. 

Henry R. Willis, attorney for the Bailey 
Restaurant Company, said yesterday that 
the company had just disposed of this 
restaurant at 108 West Thirty-fourth Street 
by conveying it to a party, with the con- 
sent of creditors, but he did not care to 
give the name of the new owner. He a 
the embarrassment of the company 
due to the heavy rental of the restau 
at 542 Broadway, which is $9,000 a year. 
The place, which was opened in Novem- 
ber, 1901, did not pay, and the landlord 
refused to cancel the lease. The com- 
pany had paid the rent right along, 
was unable to do so any longer. The land- 
lord wanted $15,000 bonds of the company 
to cancel the lease, whicn creuilors 
did not-favor. 

There have been several meetings of cred> 
itors to try to arrange matters satisfac- 
torily, and plans for a composition were 
drawn up, but they did not go through, 
and the only course left was to go into 
bankruptcy and get a settlement for what 
the assets are worth, and to get rid of the 
lease of 542 Broadway. The nominal as- 
sets are $80,000, which was the cost of 
the various restaurants, and the liabilities 
are $40,000, 


HAIMS CREDITORS MEET. 


Restaurant Keeper to be Allowed to Go 
On Under a Committee’s Supervision. 


Frederick Haims, who has four restau- 
rants and lunchrooms at 46 Beaver Street, 
160 William Street, 9 South William Street, 
and 153 West Street, is in financial diffi- 
culties, and a meeting of his creditors was 
held yesterday at 46 Beaver Street, which 
was called to order by Emanuel Blumen- 
stiel, of Blumenstiel & Blumenstiel, his at- 
torneys. 

The creditors agreed to allow Mr. Haims 
t» continue the business under the super- 
vision of a committee of creditors con- 
sisting of J. P. Bennett, Sidney Baerman. 
and Mr. Swartz. Mr, Blumenstiel said that 
the liabilities were $22,000 and the nominal 
assets were $25,000, represented by the cost 
of fitting up the several places.. The place 
at 46 Beaver Street cost $15,000 to fit up, 
and the other three places about $10,000. 
Mr. Haims began business in 1898, and has 
had several other restaurants in down-town 
localities.

THE WATERBURY DISTURBANCES. 

The development of the trouble in Wa- 
terbury, Conn., from a strike by some 
ninety motormen on a street railway to 
a condition demanding the presence of a 
considerable body of State troops to pre- 
serve order and protect life afid property 
makes it in many respects ¢ypical of dis- 
turbences of its kind. There are not 
enough strikers altogether to make a 
formidable mob, and those there are 
have probably had very little hand in the 
outbreaks which have defied the control 
of the local authorities. It does not ap- 
pear, however, that they have done any- 
thing to restrain or discourage such 
manifestations of misdirected sympathy 
on the part of the undisciplined gangs of 
young men and boys who after factory 
hours have organized mobs to range the 
streets and do what mischief came their 
way, under the mistaken impression 
that they were aiding the motormen to 
their fight. During the daytime 
everything is quiet enough, which means 
that the rioters are not the strikers only, 
if at all, but are “friends” of the kind 
from whom they may well pray to be de- 
livered.

The most significant item of the news 
from the seat of the disturbance comes 
in the shape of a telegram to the effect 
that the Mayor of Waterbury has offi- 
cially insisted upon the recalling of at 
least one regiment, ‘“‘on the ground that 
the presence of so large a body of troops 
merely incited lawlessness and inflamed 
ignorant foreigners.’’ It is to be hoped 
that this is untrue. Why the Mayor of a 
Connecticut city should desire the weak- 
ening of the forces of law and order be- 
cause a display of military power is un- 
acceptable to “ ignorant foreigners" and 
inflames them passes all understanding. 


GETTING LIGHT. 

The Inspectors of Police, and, if the 
Inspectors do their duty, the Captains, 
are now in the way of doing their duty 
under an entirely new conception of what 
that duty is. Commissioner GREENE 
took occasion at the beginning of his 
second month of office to explain to the 
Inspectors briefly but with unmistakable 
clearness what he should expect of them 
and what they might expect of him. 

He told them that it was their per- 
sonal obligation to see that those under 
them did their duty, that they must visit 
and their Captains must visit the places 
where the law was likely to be violated 
and must act on the knowledge thus ob- 
tained, and that they must keep and 
submit an accurate record of these pro- 
ceedings. If work was not done it would 
not be accepted as an excuse that or- 
ders had been issued; the higher officers 
must see that their orders were obeyed, 
and if the orders were not obeyed it 
would be held to be neglect of duty in 
those who issued them. 

The Commissioner also defined in a 
very plain fashion -what the process 
would be for hoiding officers to account 
for neglect of duty. He called attention 
to the results of the trials held during 
the past month, in which one Captain 
had been acquitted, one warned, and one 
dismissed: 


In regard to these trials, it is well that 
you should understand the principles which 
have been laid down by the highest courts 
of the State—viz., that they are adminis- 
trative trials held for the purpose of deter- 
mining whether the accused is fit to re- 
main in the Police Department, that they 
are not to be limited by the strict rules of 
evidence required in trials under the crimi- 
nal law, and that the action of the Com- 
missioner is final except as it may be re- 
versed by the courts for manifest error. 


Finally, what must have been the most 
Startling doctrine for men accustomed to 
the operation of the ‘‘ system,” Gen. 
GREENE told the Inspectors that in the 
trials so far held the truth had been 
brought out not by the testimony of po- 
licemen, but by that of the agents of out- 
side and voluntary organizations formed 
for the detection and prevention of 
crime; it was evident that what theke 
organizations had discovered must be 
known to the police themselves, and they 
would be required to act on that knowl- 
edge. The whole talk of the Commis- 
sioner was like a swift, strong current of 
fresh air in a structure filled with me- 
phitic vapors. And there is not the 
slightest doubt that Gen. GREENE will 
continue the work he has begun and ap- 
ply the wholesome principles he has laid 
down. 
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“THE FIRST RHODES SCHOLAR.”

be likely in after life to guide him to esteem 
the performance of public duties as his 
highest aim. 

And then the testator, by way of guide 
for his trustees, goes on to say that, on 
a basis of 200 marks, he would allow 60 
each for the first and third qualifica- 
tions, and 40 each for the second and 
fourth. Clearly Mr. LEHMAN has a 
maximum, or very near it, on the first 
requirement, and it seems that, from his 
football “record” in his preparatory 
schooi he is entitled to a reasonable 
number of “ points” on the second. On 
the third and fourth there is no public 
knowledge. 

For all the public knows, Mr. LEHMAN 
may be distinguished for his manly qual- 
ities, and he may have given such indi- 
cations as the case admits of that he is 
a born leader of men. But neither of 
these things has as yet been made public, 
It will be the duty, and the responsibil- 
ity of the trustees under the will to de- 
cide whether he is the “‘ all-round man” 
the testator had in mind, and sufficiently 
more than the mere bookworm the tes- 
tator makes it so clear that he did not 
have in mind. It is all within the con- 
trol of the trustees. For, says the will 
again: 

Except in the cases of the four schools 
hereinbefore mentioned, the _ election ‘to 
scholarships shall be by the trustees, after 
such, if any, consultation as they shall 
think fit with the Minister having control 
of education in such Colony, Province, 
State, or Territory. 


Thus it will be seen that the announce- 
ment that a Cecil Rhodes scholarship has 
been awarded to Mr. LEHMAN is possibly 
;remature. 
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A “UNION” MURDER. 


Upon how slendcr a basis rests the 
peace which now exists in the anthracite 
coal regicns between the companies and 
the miners is unhappily. illustrated by 
the murder of one SMITH, a uo -union 
mine worker who, ever since the close of 
the strike, has been in trouble from per- 
secution, boycotts, and threats of vio- 
lence. SMITH seems to have gone out of 
his way to invite trouble by insisting 
upon remaining in a saloon where he 
was obviously unacceptable to the union 
men who frequented it, but that would 
scarcely extenuate his murder by a mob 
so vindictive as to ‘inflict fifteen stab 
wounds in or near his heart, any one of 
which would probably have been fatal. 

The twenty-one men known to have 
been implicated in the affair were Lith- 
uanians. They are representatives of 
the class whos? concentration in the an- 
thracite district is a perpetual menace 
to the peace and good order of four of 
the most prosperous counties of Penn- 
syivania. They are ignorant, vindictive 
aliens, scarcely speaking the English 
language, if at all, and without qualifica- 
tions for the responsibilities of citizen- 
ship. Nothing useful will be made of 
them until their boarding houses are 
broken up and they are scattered and 
brought more intimately into contact 
with Americans and American institu- 
tions. It is useless to talk of a permanent 
or satisfactory settlement of the differ- 
ences between the mine owners and the 
mine workers while this class is recog- 
nized by either side as an element to be 
considered.

BACHELORS AND SPINSTERS. 


Mr. Coun is announced to be the intro- 
ducer and sponsor, “ by request,” of a 
remarkable project of law just sprung 
upon the Legislature of New York. It is 
Assembly Bill No. 320, and is entitled 
‘“‘An act to impose a tax upon all able- 
bodied bachelors and spinsters who are 
found to be deliberately persistent in 
their celibacy.” 

The title is accurately descriptive. 
Bachelors between forty-five and sixty- 
five are to pay $50 a year for the bless- 
edness of singleness, and spinsters be- 
tween thirty-five and fifty $25. In each 
case it is provided that the tax shall be 
levied only on the “ able-bodied.” 

Like other taxes, this one is abjurable. 
It carn be sworn off, like the tax on per- 
sonal property, but like that, it must be 
sworn off. The onus is thrown on the 
taxpayer. And, just as the man sus- 
pected of personal property is required to 
go and swear that the random guesses of 
the assessors are unfounded, so must the 
bechelor, or spinster show cause why he 
or she should not be mulcted for what is 
the effect of hard fate, and not of “ de- 
liberate persistency.” ‘Should it ap- 
pear to the satisfaction of the assessors 
that the celibacy of the bachelor or spin- 
ster listed for taxation is enforced and 
not intentional, the assessors are author- 
ized to remit such tax." 

This opens a pleasant prospect. ‘The 
lobbies of the assessors, now crowded 
with eager abjurators of personal taxes, 
will then be thronged with unhappy cell- 
bates going before the assessors to tear 
open their old cicatrized wounds of the 
heart and set them bleeding afresh. An 
old bachelor once well known in New 
York was wont to say that he did not 
marry because, as he grew older, he “ be- 
came more particular and less desirable.” 
He cannot wriggle out of his dues in that 
way. If he swears that man proposes 
and woman disposes, and that he has re- 
peatedly proposed, and as repeatedly 


been disposed of, the assessors are liable 
to tell him that he has loved above his 
station, that there are housemaids and 
charwomen who might still welcome his 
addresses, and that he shall not be ex- 
cused tiJl he has scoured the highways 
in quest of the poor and the maimed and 
the halt and the blind, and been rejected 
by all. When the old maid hands in the 
classical formula, 
Nobody axed me, Sir, she said, 

she will be told that she has been too 
backward and that maiden coyness is 
opposed to public policy. If she admits 
proposals—as what old maid does not?— 
cross-examination may develop that she 
has refused somebody who, in the judg- 
ment of the asseSsors, was quite good 
enough for the likes of her. Nay, there 
is always a test of good faith ready at 
hand. The conscientious assessors may 
order the backward bachelor to pop then 
and there to the waiting gentlewomen in 
the lobby. If he refuses, his “‘ deliberate 
persistency ” is manifest. If he accepts 
and the lady declines, his contumacy is 
transferred by that fact to her. Either 
way swells the revenues of the “ found- 
ling and orphan asylums ”’ to which, by a 
particularly keen and cruel stroke of 
irony, the proceeds of the tax are allot- 
ted. The assessors cannot fail either to 
reap a rich harvest of taxation or to 
drive a roaring matrimonial trade. 

But, in all, seriousness, what is to be 
thought of the legislator who introduces 
such a measure as this, and shirks the 
responsibility of introducing it, but takes 
up the time of the legislators and of the 
public printers and the money of the 
taxpayers with such stuff? His per- 
formance is equally offensive whether 
his measure is to be regarded as a piece 
of horseplay or as the product of “ hon- 
est, helpless, hopeless imbecility.” 


In securing the Senate's confirmation 
of his appointment of Mr, Dickgy to be 
Railroad Commissioner Gov.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—There have been occasional lamenta- 
tions over the waning everywhere of the 
personal element in modern journalism, 
and its almost complete disappearance in 
some parts of the country, but according 
to The Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle it is pre- 
cisely because this change has not gone far 
enough in South Carolina that the Tillman- 
Gonzales feud took the form it did and 
ended as it did. In an elaborate explana- 
tion of the affair—an explanation which 
The Chronicle emphatically asserts should 
not be taken as in any way excusing the 
murder, thereby evidencing a well-grounded 
fear that it may be so taken—we are told 
that in New York a newspaper, strictly as 
such, can attack a politician, also strictly 
as such, and no great amount of personal 
animosity is either shown or aroused. 
That is not the case in South Carolina, 
however, and there it was not The State 
that week after week applied the harshest 
of epithets to the Lieutenant Governor, but 
N. G. GONZALES, who expressed his per- 
sonal opinion of JAMES TILLMAN. Such 
was the view of everybody who knew the 
two men, and such, especially, was the 
view of the man who was s0 savagely 
characterized. The Chronicle admits that 
the denunciations of TILLMAN were honest 
and courageous, but it questions their 
wisdom, ‘‘not simply because of the de- 
plorable result, but from the standpoint 
of conservative journalism.” Southern 
editors, it adds, are usually careful as to 
what they say for the very reason that 
their words will be treated as coming from 
a person and not from a paper, and it re- 
grets that the earnestness of Mr. Gon- 
ZALES and his bitter contempt for TILLMAN 
“led him to the use of language in denun- 
ciation that was not essential either to the 
display of his own courage or to the 
strength of his withering arraignment.” 
As for the much-discussed prospect that 
TILLMAN will not have to pay the full pen- 
alty of his crime, The Chronicle says that 
while the punishment of any guilty man, 
despite his influential friends and their 
power to employ lawyers, would be a salu- 
tary lesson in South Carolina, yet it re- 
sents the suggestion that the lesson is 
more needed in the South than in the 
North, where, also, it finds from criminal 
statistics that murderers are not always 
put to death. 

——Severe as was the lecture which The 
Philadelphia Medical Journal read to Har- 
per’s Weekly for its assertion that ‘‘ some- 
how Mrs. Eppy has got hold of some im- 
portant truths which the doctors have 
missed,’’ our misguided neighbor abandons 
that fallacy only to present another quite 
as bad. ‘“ How would it do,’’ The Week- 
ly says, “to suggest that the Christian 
Scientists seem to have devised a fairly 
effective apparatus for using this knowl- 
edge which perhaps the regular doctors 
have missed? Most intelligent physicians 
recognize the great value of mental in- 
fluence on many diseases, but they usually 
lack effective means to bring it to bear. 
The Christian Scientists seem to have a 
fairly effective method, though it is prob- 
ably true that they often apply it in unfit 
cases, The hope of a good many thought- 
ful persons who have opposed attemigts 
to squelch Christian Science and similar 
developments by law has been that tol- 
eration and observation of them would 
presently yield valuable knowledge which 
would be useful to mankind.” That, too, 
ascribes altogether too much importance 
to the few, and always dubious, miracles 
worked by the faith-cure charlatans, and it 
makes the concession which is all they 
need to continue their operations with 
safety—to themselves—and profit—also to 
themselves. The churches have now ceased 
to admit the piety of the Eddyites, and it 
ill becomes believers in real medical sci- 
ence to admit that they have either new 
knowledge or new methods of using old 
knowledge.

GEORGIA’S GOVERNOR 
ON RAGE QUESTION 


Best Americanism Founded on 
Caucasianism, He Declares. 


MAYOR LOW ON CHILD LABOR 


Toast to the. United States Offered at 
Georgia Society Dinner, in Place 
of One to the President. 


The second annual banquet of the 
Georgia Society of the City of New York 
was held in the Astor Gallery of the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria last evening. The occasion 
was marked by the omission of the custo- 
mary toast ‘To the President of the 
United States,” and the substitution, there- 
for of a toast to the ‘“ United States of 
America,” and by a speech delivered by 
Gov. Joseph M. Terrell of Georgia, in 
which the Governor said that ‘“‘in the so- 
lution of internal problems as they relate 
to a State or section the people more di- 
rectly interested need intelligent sympathy 
without interference more than they do 
ignorant assistance, with prejudiced inter- 
meddling."’ 


The gallery was well filled with loyal 
Georgians, who have made their homes in 
New York, as well as many others who 
came from the mother State to attend this 
especial function. At the guests’ table were 
Gov. Terrell, the guest of honor; Mayor 
Low, George Foster Peabody, William R. 
Hearst, Perry Belmont, Clarke Howell, 
editor of The Atlanta Constitution; Oscar 
8S. Straus, Congressman James M. Griggs, 
and James R. Graybill, the toastmaster. 

The dinner was an elaborate affair, an 
especial feature being the serving of the 
ices in boxes representing the stumps of 
Georgia pine. When the last course had 
been tested to the apparent satisfaction of 
every one concerned, Mr. Graybill arose 
and with a few introductory remarks about 
the progress that attended the formation of 
the Georgia Society proposed a standing 
toast to the ‘“‘ United States of America.”’ 
This was drank amid the strains of ‘“‘ The 
Star-Spangled Banner,’ after which Mr. 
Graybill with a few complimentary remarks 
introduced Mayor Low, who responded to 
the toast of ‘‘ Georgia, the Empire State of 
the South.” 

Mayor Low said in part: 

*“‘I am very glad to respond to this toast, 
and.I am also glad that my friend, Mr. 
Peabody, as little as it was expected a 
year ago, is to respond for the city under 
my administration. 

‘Referring to your cotton milling indus- 
try, I think I am right when I say that 
there are more than 1,000,000 spindles in 
your State, and I hope that none of them 
are operated by little children. In the 


North we are acquainted with the evil of 
child labor. I hope that Georgia and the 
other great Southern States will work 
against the evil. All the profits of the 
cotton industry are not worth the life of 
a single child of Georgia. 

“The two gentlemen on my left, Mr. Pea- 
body and Mr. Straus, are types of the citi- 
zens which you have sent to us, and I hope 
you will send us as many more of the same 
calibre as you can without forfeiting your 
title to the ‘ Empire State of the South.’ ” 


GOV. TERRELL SPEAKS. 


Gov: Terrell was then introduced as a 
representative of that class of Southerners 
whom Northerners love to speak of as 
typical representatives of the new South. 
Gov. Terrell said in part: 

‘““Gentlemen of the Georgia $ociety, you 
have selected a State wherein to Nake your 
future home that is splendid in accomplish- 
ment and unbounded in possibilities. But 
past achievement and future success may 
be seriously hampered by any legislation 
or administration of office that looks only 
to historic prejudice and misapprehended 
civilization. The law of reciprocal good- 
will between the highest and most intelli- 
gent types of co-operative citizenships must 
always be maintained, or industrial growth, 
intellectual advancement, and patriotic 
unity will fall into a common heap of ruin, 

“In the discharge of this joint and 

solemn duty which the progress of this 
great country imposes upon all the States 
alike, Georgia looks with confidence to 
the head and heart of the best people of 
the North, so proudly represented in the 
highest Americanism of New York. She 
doez not come to the people of this section 
as a self-appointed preceptor in loyal’y, 
but she does come as a rightful member 
of a great and impregnable Union of States, 
proud in the conscious glory that she has 
not, in the past, nor will che ever, follow 
a flag, except that which clasps within 
its cherished folds the supremest test of 
atriotic devotion. She comes as an in- 
ependent, self-respecting member of the 
common sisterhood, giving brave sons to 
the continued upbuilding of each and all, 
and claiming from each brave sons conse- 
crated to the same grand cause. 

‘“* Withholding nothing from any inferior 
race that may be or that may hereafter 
come among our people, in the way of all 
the essentials of life, libert’’ and property, 
and a full meed of justice in all matters 
relating to their wellbeing, we should edu- 
cate our children in the great central 
thought, that the best and most enduring 
Americanism is founded upon the unyield- 
ing rock of Caucasianism. The best way 
to add to our country’s strength is to in- 
culeate lofty ideas of superiority, just as 
the surest way to encompass our land in 
doubt, and strife, and gloom is to en- 
courage low ideas of equality. 

‘No more fatal blunder can be made by 
any State or section than to attempt in- 
terference with the peace and progress of 
it® neighbors, or by that species of phil- 
anthropy which mistakes amelioration 
for elevation. The standard of greatness 
will always crumble when its votaries at- 
tempt to carry it into the lowly planes 
that were designed and set apart, by 
natural law, for an inferior civilization. 

‘*In the solution of internal problems, as 
they relate to a State or section, the peo- 
ple more directly interested need intelli- 
gent sympathy, without interference, more 
than they do ignorant assistance, with 

rejudiced intermeddling. It is better to 
eave the adjustment of all social prob- 
lems to those who come into daily con- 
tact with them. At this particular stage 
of the world’s history it seems a splendid 
time for all the States to relegate the 
Pharisee and the theorist, and interest 
themselves in attending to their own af- 
fairs, while they watch with a common 
patriotism the dangers that may await 
America abroad. 

“On this, my first visit to your State 
since the — of Georgia honored me by 
electing me their Chief Executive, I desire 
again to congratulate your people upon the 
magnificent manner in which they maintain 
their right to pre-eminent rank as the Em- 
pire State of the North. While paying this 
merited tribute with the most sincere feel- 
ing of congratulation, I know that you will 
pardon a comparative digression that leads 
me back to the proud and resourceful State 
of my birth. It is altogether fitting that I 
should not neglect Georgia in what I have 
to say this evening. 

‘Providence has been so lavish in the 
dispensation of blessings to our mother 
State, that we refer to her in a compara- 
tive way, not with a feeling of invidious 
distinction, but more as gtateful recipients 
of unusual gifts. Such is the variety of her 
climate, the productiveness of her soil, 
the infinite scope of her resources, and the 
sublime culture of her civilization, that if 
a Chinese wall were built around her in- 
viting boundary lines, she would. in time, 
be not only the Empire State of the South.

WOULD FEDERATE CHURCHES. 


Clergymen Discuss Co-operative Parish 
System in Which Christian Work- 
ers Should Combine. 

Plans for introducing into religious effort 
schemes of consolidation similar to those 
which have proved so successful in the 
financial world occupied much of the dis- 
cussion at the third annual conference of 
the National Federation of Churches and 
Christian Workers held yesterday at the 
Bible House. J. Cleveland Cady, the Pres- 
ident, opened the session, when the Rev. 
Dr. E. B. Sanford, General Secretary, pre- 
sented his report, showing that in the past 
two years State federations have been 
brought about in New York, Ohio, Massa- 
chusetts, and Nebraska and the way made 
ready for them in many other parts of the 

country. 

The Rev. Dr. John Knox McLean of the 
Pacific Theological Seminary reported that 
as a result of the federation spirit the 
Presbyterians and Congregationalists co- 
operate in locating new churches and are 
thinking of co-operating when it comes to 
extinguishing churches in localities where 
there are two or more and where there is 
room for only one. 

The Rev. Walter Laidlaw, Secretary of 
the New York Federation, appealed against 
what he termed the neglect that had been 


shown in recognizing the Episcopal Church, 
Dr. Sanford, however, begged the privilege 
of the floor, and told him that he had 
heard from clergymen of that denomina- 
tion that there would be difficulty in get- 
ting the heads of the Church to appoint 
delegates to the conferences. 

Resolutions were then adopted, calling 
upon friends of the movement to work out 
a co-operative parish system, in which all 
churches and Christian workers should 
cembine. 

The Rev. Dr. William M. Bell of Dayton, 
Ohio, concluded the afternoon session, in 
which he warned the assemblage of a tre- 
mendous struggle with Mormonism, which 
he said was going. to be waged over a vast 


territory in the West. 
“There is no way,” he said, “in which 


we can grapple successfully with the spirit - 


that possesses that great district, unless 
we be federated and fight it out together.” 

The National Federation last night_gave 
a banquet at the Hotel St. Denis. J. Cleve- 
land Cady, President of the Federation, 
was Chairman of the evening. About fifty 
of the members attended. 

The Rev. Dr. Floyd W. Tomkins, rector 
of the Holy Trinity Protestant Episcopal 
Church, Philadelphia, was the first speak- 
er. “ That we at last are coming together 
and can shake hands without feelings of 
suspicion toward each other,’ he said, 
“is a thing to be thankful for indeed, 
Whatever our denominational differences, 
they are not greater than that we all can 
stand together in the work for moral ad- 
vaneement and the championship of the 
tenets of Christianity in their bearing on 
our common life. 

“You will find that if all the ministers 
in a community stand together, when they 
utter a protest they will get a hearing far 
out of proportion to their relative impor- 
tance in that community. Do you think, 
for instance, that Philadelphia could ever 
have gotten into the condition it is in at 
present or that we could have a Mayor like 
the one we have had to endure for the last 
four years if all the ministers of the Gos- 
pel in that city had dared to come together, 
regardless of denomination, and utter their 
warning in unison?’ 

The Rev. Dr. Boyce Tupper of the First 
Baptist Church. Philadelphia, said he had 
no sympathy for the ‘boneless belief” 
which declared that it did not matter what 
Church a man belonged to as long as he 
was bound for heaven. The Rev. Dr. W. 
F. McDowell of the Methodist Educational 
Board and the Rev. Dr. William G. Frost, 
President of Berea College, in Kentucky, 
also spoke.

LONDON, Feb. 3.—Late to-night Baron 
Knollys informed inquirers at Windsor Cas- 
tle that King Edward’s progress was quite 
satisfactory. An indication that no anxiety 
is felt regarding the King’s condition may 
be found in the complete absence of a shoal 
of inquiries from foreign Courts, which was 
the usual experience on the occasion of 
his Majesty’s previous illnesses. 

It seems that the King caught a slight 
cold some days ago. He wore a cumber- 
some overcoat while planting trees cn 
Monday, and the unbuttoning of it to facil- 
itate digging is supposed to have given 
him a chill. The usual symptoms of influ- 
enza, lassitude, pains in the back and head, 
and a slight rise in temperature followed. 
The King is confined to his apartment, but 
is not obliged to remain in bed. Queen 
Alexandra continues her customary drives. 

There is great disappointment and gloom 


at Chatsworth, where all the intended fes- 
tivities, except a private theatrical perform- 
ance, have been countermanded. Tons of 
fireworks have been sent away. The royal 
servants and baggage have gone, and the 
guests at Chatsworth are consoling them- 
selves with golfing and motoring. ‘ 

Sir Dighton Probyn, King Edward's 
Equerry, officially notified the Mayor of 
Windsor at 11 o'clock this morning that 
his Majesty was progressing satisfactorily.

Paintings and Water Colors of David C. 
Lyall to be Sold at Auction. 


The late David C. Lyall of Brooklyn Bor- 
ough was always generous with his pict- 
ures, sO that many canvases, pastels, and 
water colors in his collection, which is 
shown to-day at she American Art Gal- 
leries, are familiar to those who frequent 
loan exhibitions. It is some years since he 
died, but the impression made by certain 
pictures he owned is likely to abide in 
memory. 

The most widely known and appreciated 
among the 104 to be sold at Mendelssohn 
Hall on Feb. 10 is the big.‘ Springtime ” 
by Pierre Auguste Cot, a picture of a youth 
and slender maid in a swing, with butter- 
flies hovering above their heads. It has 
been reproduced in black and white and 
in colors; it has been painted on a smaller 
scale by Cot himself, and it has been 
copied with variations by many painters, 
who have sought to make something as 
popular, without exactly hitting the mark. 
There is scarcely a painting by Bougue- 
reau, one of Cot's masters, which has had 
such a success with the multitude. Well, 
here is the original ‘‘ Springtime,’ painted 
in 1873 and sold in the John Wolfe collec- 
tion in 1882. 

Cct is not so much like Bouguereau in 
this popular idyl of youth and Spring, as 
he follows Fragonard, though he does not 
hit just the same gray note of the old 
French reconteur in paint. This is his mas- 
terpiece; in a way he might be placed 
among the painters of one picture; at any 
rate, he never struck such another vein of 
popularity, It is Daphnis and Chloes, or 
Paul and Virginia over again, and if the 
young girl, in the way of innocence of 
is not all that such stories of tender 
love demand, there is a charm in the young 
forms, in the clinging of the girl to the boy. 
in the suggestion of Arcadia as the 
place where these young lovers abide. 

“Crossing the Stream,”’ by Bouguereau, 
signed and dated 1869, is another canvas 
sure of its appreciative crowd, but per- 
haps not so certain of finding a connoisseur 
to add it to his collection. Yet the ad- 
Bouguereau will not fail to mar- 
vel at the drawing of the young girl who 
has just carried her little blonde brother on 
her back across a rivulet. It is a pretty 
group that will excite but a languid interest 
nowadays among those who study art, yet 
it represents the best that Bouguereau 
does, though it is not one of his ambitious 
pieces, neither an attempt to paint a Ma- 
donna nor a symbolical flying figure. 

A third notable canvas is one of Alphonse 
de Neuville’s last compositions, ‘‘ Destruc- 
tion of the Telegraph Line,’’ an incident 
of the Franco-German war, when German 
soldiers reached the seashore in Normandy 
and broke the wires in a little hamlet. 
This hamlet was Etretat, where artists 
love to congregate. A cavalryman is 
standing on his horse and hacking down 
the wires with his sabre. The fisherman 
Mayor in his tricolor sash parleys with the 
officer of the detachment; behind him 
stands the Curé, and behind the Curé M. 
Ludovic Halévy, who was present on the 
occasion, and has left an account of it in 
L, Invasion. 

Mr, Lyall liked genre pictures and hisé 
torical, but he did not neglect landscape; 
indeed, the most valuable of his pictures, 
as sales now tell, are the fine specimens of 
Millet, Courbet, Rousseau, Corot, and Dau- 
bigny, of Diaz, Pelouse, and Francais, 
which he secured before prices for such ex- 
amples rose to their present height. One 
of Courbet’s many views, taken near 
Ornans, shows the familiar rolling country 
with outcropping of limestone, and in the 
centre a ravine with a stream foaming 
among the rocks. 

It is painted with unsual suavity for so 
rugged a brush master as Courbet. “ Rire 
d’Avril”’ is a Spring landscape, with dis- 
tant village and washerwomen at a stream 
in the foreground, by Bastien-le-Page, the 
young artist of great promise cut off before 
his prime. It has great freshness, and the 
“smile of April,” which appears in the 
fruit trees blooming before the green leaf, 
is seen repeated on the gay faces of the 
peasant girls at their work. 

Pelouse was in some respects the finest 
of all French landscapists when he died, in 
1890, though the veteran Harpignies might 
liave disputed the title. ‘‘ Early Morning, 
Finistére’’ and ‘‘On the Seine’’ support 
his reputation well. The finest landscape 
in the Lyall collection, however, is neither 
a Pelouse nor a Rousseau nor a Daubigny; 
but the Corot from the Gambart collection 
called *‘ Le Bouleau,’’ a longish small pict- 
ure which in general composition belongs 
to the series he made near Ville d’Avvray. 
The sky is very beautiful, and the trees 
are silhouetted against it in a way that 
only Corot had the patent for. 

To be sure, one sees in Claude Lorraine 
and the Dutch landscapists who were his 
prototypes something similar; but where, 
save in Corot, can one find just that feath- 
ery, floating look of young leaves against 
a pearly sky, when the moving leaf is seen, 
and yet not distinctly seen owing to the ex- 
cessive brightness of the background? This 
is indeed a charming Corot. Good also is 
an inland upright landscape, oddly called 
‘“‘ Near the Sea ’’—perhaps a lake is meant 
—in which there is another charming sky 
and also Corot’s own trees are there and 
bits of water off to the right. ‘* The For- 
est Path’’ is interesting as a variety; it is 
a wood, with the horizon peeping white 
through the tunnel formed by the road, 

There are three Théodore Rousseaus, the 
largest, but not the best, of them being 
* Ploughing.”’ The finest is the small ‘‘ Oak 
—Sunset,’’ for it embodies the sturdy draw- 
ing of Rousseau, his lifelong study of trees, 
and his power to reflect the tragic side of 
the hour when the sun goes down, The oak 
is beyond praise. Even such a fine bit as 
the Jules Dupré—‘* Coming Storm '’—with 
all its robustness is not equal to this little 
picture, in which there is a subtler sugges- 
tion than one of the actual physical tem- 
pest. Much inferior to ‘‘ Ploughing '’—itself 
a landscape not to be underrated—is the 
view of hillside and oaks and meadow by 
Rousseau, catalogued No. 43. In compari- 
son with the othcrs it is dull and common- 
place,

A GERMAN PETRUCHIO. 


Herr Bonn at His Best in Shakespeare’s 
Farce of the Tamed Shrew. 


‘Die beziihmte Widerspenstige"’ is the 
name under which Shakespeare’s “ The 
Taming of the Shrew” is known at the 
Irving Place Theatre, but the piece itself 
is much the same old farce of the Gentle- 
man who weds Kate and her curst temper 
for the sake of getting at her dowry, and 
in the process of subduing her to his wil! 
falls honestly in love with her and makes 
her love him. 

As acted last night, the tough Eliza- 


bethan mirth of the piece proved whole- 
some, a source of endless merriment to an 
audience that filled the theatre, and that 
was so intent upon catching every syllabie 
of the fun that the laughter of those in 
front was speedily hissed down by eager 
souls behind bent upon getting their full 
money's worth. 

The Petruchio of Herr Bonn is, if not his 
best part, at least the part in which his 
personal charm and the vigorous virtuosity 
of his art show to the greatest popular ad- 
vantage. Never have His eyes been bright- 
er, his smile more brilliant and winning, his 
attitude and tread more instinct with bois- 
terous grace and virile suggestion. His 
conception of the wife tamer showed his 
customary skill and intelligence in the 
caaapoennon of the whole as well as in de- 
tails. 

I’'rom his graceful air of masculine su- 
reriority at his first meeting with Kate, 
his demeanor rose in a es and finely 
modulated crescendo hrough various 
shades of farcical exaggeration to aon ex- 
cess of simulated anger that swelled and 
distorted his features with burlesque exag- 
geration; and never for a moment did he 
suggest anything but the humorous gooda- 
will toward his shrew which the part re- 
quires. . 

To those accustomed to the fiery and ma- 
jestic Shrew of Ada Rehan’s creation, the 
Katharine of Camilla Daiberg did not make 
an impressive figure. Her tread was high- 
heeled and mincing; her gestures were rest- 
less and petulant rather than impassioned, 
and there were times when the actress 
seemed to be half-consciously smiling at 
what she was doing. The audience smiled 
and laughed with her, however, which indi- 
cates both their good will and the india 
rubber indestructibility of a part as vigor- 
ous as that of the Shrew. 

Sad to relate, the text used was pain- 
fully defective. It was cut right and left, 
among the omitted scenes being the ad- 
mirable passage in which Petruchio hales 
Kate along with him away from her bridal 
dinner. The Induction, with the humors 
of Christopher Sly and the huntsman, was 
likewise sacrificed, and in place of it was 
given a modern curtain raiser. 

This is the greatest of pities, for though 
there is the best of reason for thinking 
that the main plot of the play is not by 
Shakespeare, the character of Sly is as 
indisputably the Poet’s own as those of 
Katherine and Petruchio—or, indeed, as 
that of Falstaff. Much of the stage busi- 
ness was new to English eyes and very 
amusing. The play will be repeated Satur- 
day afternoon. 

The curtain raiser was Hartleben’s little 
officer tragedy, ‘‘ Abschied vom Regiment,”’ 
played last night, in which Bonn takes the 
part of the middle-aged officer who is 
killed while unraveling the story of his 
wife’s dishonor. The part was in strong 
contrast to that of Petruchio, and Bonn 
was equally master of it. The double bill 
afforded an effective contrast.

EX-JUSTICE RUSSELL DEAD. 


Recently Resigned from the Supreme 
Court Bench to Practice Law 
in This City. 


Leslie W. Russell, who for ten years was 
a Justice of the Supreme Court of the State 
of New York, died yesterday morning, after 
an illness of several weeks, at his resi- 
dence, 620 West End Avenue. 

Mr. Russell was born in Canton, St. Law- 
rence County, N. Y., on April 15, 1840. He 
was a son of John Leslie Russell, a leader 
of the bar in Northern New York, who was 
prominent in public life as well. At eight- 
een years of age Leslie W. Russell began 
the study of the law in the offices of Hill, 
Cagger & Porter. In 1867 he was chosen 
delegate to the Constitutional Conventton. 
In 1869 he was elected District Attorney of 
St. Lawrence County, and in 1877 he was 
appointed County Judge. Within a year 
after his appointment to the bench Judge 
Russell became a Regent of the University 
of the State of New York. In 1881 he was 
appointed Attorney General of the State of 
New York, and three years later began the 
practice of the law in New York City. 

Judge Russell was elected to Congress 
in 1891, but before he took his seat was 
elected to the Supreme Court for the 
Fourth Judicial District. He resigned from 
the bench in October last to resume the 
active practice of the law in New York 


City, going into partnership with his son- 
in-law, Clifford Wayne Hartridge, at 149 
Broadway. 

Before his election to the Judgeship, in 
1891, he was an active practitioner, main- 
taining his residence until 1884 in Canton, 
but having a large practice in_this on: 
He was one of the counsel for Judge Hil- 
ton in the Stewart will case, having as his 
associates Roscoe Conkling, Elihu Root, and 
other well-known lawyers. He was also 
counsel for the State of New York, repre- 
senting the Attorney General in the Broad- 
way railway litigation. 

Judge Russell married Harriet Law- 
rence, who survives him, together with two 
sons and two daughters. 

The various parts of the Supreme Court 
which were sitting adjourned out of re- 
spect to the memory of ex-Justice Russell 
when the news of his death was received 
in the County Court House. 

Justice O’Gorman, after expressions of 
regret had been made by David McClure 
and other attorneys, said: 

“‘I share with the members of the bar 
the expressions of opinion concerning the 
loss sustained by the community owing to 
the death of Judge Russell. Never was a 
more exalted character on the Supreme 
Court Bench. His life and career are an 
inspiration to those who follow him both 
ou the bench and at the bar.” 


DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Morris Tuska. 

Morris Tuska, for years a prominent 
figure in Hebrew charities in this city, died 
at his home, 411 West One Hundred and 
Forty-eighth Street, Monday, from a com- 
plication of diseases. He was born in 
Vesprim, Hungary, seventy-two years ago, 
and came to this city in 1844. He went 
to California during the gold excitement, 
and in 1857, returning to New York City, 
established himself in the wholesale uphol- 
stery supply business, which he continued 
until his retirement in 1871. He was in- 
strumental in the founding of the United 
Hebrew Charity Organization, and was 
President for years of the Hebrew Benevo- 


fent and Orphan Asylum. He was also 
founder of the Hebrew Technical Institute.

Stocks strong. 


The total of sales of stocks yesterday, 
exceeding 500,000 shares, indicated a 
fair degree of activity. The bond trans- 
actions were also larger, amounting to 
more than $5,000,000. But the market 
for stocks was entirely professional and 
in the main inconsequential, while that 
for bonds was made up chiefly of two 
issues that are for the moment the ob- 
ject of some speculative interest, namely, 
Pennsylvania convertibles and Wabash 
debentures. Nearly $2,000,000 of the 
latter were traded in at advancing prices, 
the stocks of the company as well as the 


bonds being strong on the progress the | 


Wabash is making in overcoming opposi- 
tion to its entry into Pittsburg. Outside 
of the two issues mentioned the bond 
market exhibited no signs of a reviving 
investment demand. The early stock 
market was dull and reactionary, in a 
way disappointing to those who had had 
their hopes of a bull movement raised 
by the more favorable transactions of 
the day before. But in the afternoon 
there was a change for the better, and 
in the last hour a sudden movement in 
United States Steel common became the 
feature of the market. Its activity and 
strength led to the report that the decis- 
jon in the Hodges suit involving the va- 
lidity of the bond issue had been ren- 
dered or that its purport had ~become 
known. From Trenton, however, came 
the announcement that no decision is 
expected in several days. The only news 
came after the 
this being the state- 
* ment that the subsidiary companies have 
the largest unfilled orders on their books 
hat they have ever had, and that 27,633 
@mployes have subscribed for stock un- 
der the profit-sharing plan. The mar- 
ket closed with a majority of the stocks 
showing net gains for the day. 

The news from Washington that the 
Panama Canal treaty had been favorably 
reported and that the Senate had passed 
the Elkins bill to prevent the railroads 
from giving rebates to favored shippers, 
aroused only a languid interest in the 
Street. The negotiations in the Venezue- 
lan dispute are followed closely, not be- 
cause any one now believes that there 
will be any serious consequences, but be- 
cause in such a narrow speculation as 
now. prevails it takes but little to turn 
the scales and depress prices. The banks 
have lost nearly $4,000,000 to the Sub- 
Treasury since last Friday, but this fact 
has no effect upon rates for money, 
which continue very easy, a lower tend- 
ency in time loans being one of the feat- 
ures of yesterday. Foreign exchange 
Was considerably firmer, with, however, 
ho revival of talk of gold shipments. The 
foreign situation, especially in Ger- 
many, is improved. There were increased 
purchases of wheat and corn for export 
yesterday, which is a favorable develop- 
ment, there having been recently a let- 
up in the export demand, first, because 
of the higher prices, and, second, because 
of the inability of the railroads to han- 
dle the traffic.

JANUARY FAILURES. 


Reports to R. G. Dun & Co. show com- 
mercial failures in January only 1,269 in 
number, with an aggregate indebtedness of 
$12,978,979, while in the corresponding 
month last year there were 1,434 failures, 
with defaulted liabilities of $14,312,501. In 
manufacturing there were 249 insolvencies, 
involving $5,736,316, against 264 in aJnuary, 
1902, for $6,308,948.

NEW GRAND CENTRAL 


Railroad Also Considers Theatre in 
$20,000,000 Improvement. 


Bilis Submitted to Board of Estimate 
for Approval to Legislature—Grade 
Crossing Eliminated. 


The Committee of the Board of Estimate, 
of which Mayor Low is Chairman, ap- 
pointed to confer with the New York Cen- 
tral officials concerning proposed improve- 
ments, yesterday submitted three bills to be 
sent to the Legislature as approved by 
the city. The plans agreed on refer to the 
improvements to the Grand Central Sta- 
tion, the Park Avenue tunnel and grade 
crossings in the Bronx, and the railroad 
engineers estimate that they will cost the 
company more than $20,000,000 to execute. 

Chief Engineer Lewis» of the Board of 
Estimate has received several plans from 
the railroad officials for the construction 
of a skyscraper from sixteen to twenty 
stories in height. One of the plans also 
includes a department store and a theatre 
in the structure. It was learned at City 
Hall yesterday that the railroad officials 
Kad not settled which station plan to adopt. 

On Friday next the agreement between 
the city and the railroad company will be 
finally settled, when a vote will be taken 
ty the Board of Estimate. 

The first bill to be submitted relates to 
the work to be done in the vicinity of the 
Grand Central Station; the second to the 
removal of grade crossings along the Har- 
lem, in the Borough of the Bronx, and 
the third, to the removal of grade crossings 
on the Port Morris Branch of the Har- 
lem Railroad, which involves the grant 
to the railroad of a new right of way, by 
tunnel, under St. Mary’s Park, in place 
cf the present open cut skirting the park. 

One of the first recommendations made 
by Mayor Low and Controller Grout to the 
zailroad company was that the tracks ‘n 
the Park Avenue tunnel should be de- 
pressed so as to allow of the construciion 
of bridges connecting streets on the 
and west side of the present railroad cut, 
the bridges to be of slirht grade The 
c7mpany also has agreed to the eliminat‘on 
of the grade crossings at Morris Heights, 
Fordham Heights and High Bridge The 
vian for the elimination of grade crossings 
in King’s Bridge includes King’s Bridge 
Road, East Two Hundred and Thirtieth 
Street, Broadway, Corlear Street, Tibbett 
Avenue, West Two Hundred and Thirtieth 
Street, and West Two Hundred and 
Twenty-seventh Street. 

The recommendation of the

city that 
Park Avenue be continued by a sixty-foot 
viaduct from Forty-ninth to Forty-fifth 
Street, has been modified by substituting 
a fifty-foot viaduct from  Forty-ninth 
Street to Forty-fifth Street. The com- 
mittee recommends the acceptance of this 
tnucification, for the reason that a road- 
way thirty-six feet in width is estimated to 
be wide enough for four vehicles to pass 
abreast. <A _ ftifty-foot viaduct, therefore, 
will provide such a roadway and leave 
space for two sidewalks seven feet ‘in 
width. The use of sidewalks upon this 
wiacuct is not likely to be great. 

‘Lhe railroad company first proposed to 
frepare plans to eliminate grade crossings 
in the Bronx on the Port Morris Branch of 
the Harlem road. The report says on this 
point: 

Instead of a promise to prepare such plans in 
the future, the bill submitted herewith embodies 
plans actually agreed upon. The salient feature 
of these plans is the substitution of a tunnel 
under St. Mary’s Park for an open cut skirting 


the park. In consideration of this change in the 


the park, and that the city buy the old right of 
Way at its stated value of $60,000 and add it to 
the park. This plan involves an additional out- 
lay of $130,000 on the part of the railroad, as 
compared with what it would be obliged to spend 
to remove the grade crossings on its right of way 
where it is now; but, on the other hand, this plan 
both enlarges St. Mary’s Park and places the 
railroad out of sight, thus removing a nuisance 
from the neighborhood of the park. These plans 
are to be carried out and the grade crossings 
abolished as soon as practicable after the bill 
becomes a law. 

The committee also agreed to recommend 
to the Rapid Transit Commission plans for 
the connection of the subway at Forty- 
second Street with the railroad lines, and 
alco tor the connection of the Forty-second 
Street subway station with the Grand Con- 
trai Station. The railroad company 
te ask for those privileges. 

Reférring to payments by the company 
for additional rights granted in the way of 
Vauit privileges, the report is as follows: 

That the railroad companies pay the city an an- 
mual rental of $25,000 for the use of the sub- 
surface of streets shown on their plans south of 
Fifth-seventh Street and Park Avenue, except 
as to vault privileges as provided in the first 
recommendation; assume all the expenses of 
constructing the bridges and viaducts from For- 
ty-fifth to Fifty-sixth Street, inclusive, except 
for the additional width of the Forty-fifth Street 
viaduct, and less the sum of $600,000, determined 
as the cost to the city of acquiring and con- 
structing equivalent street space; contribute the 
land for the city to build the Park Avenue via- 
duct provided for in the third recommendation, 
and in all other respects bear the cost and 
charges involved, and as stated in their proposi- 
tion of Dec. %, 1902. 

The agreement by the city is conditioned 
upon the railroad companies’ procuring and 
aiding the city to procure all legislation 
necessary to permit the change of motive 
power from steam to electricity in the Park 
Avenuc tunnel, ‘“‘or some other motive 
power not involving combustion in the cars 
or-motors.’’ There is a proviso that 'n case 
ef an emergency or breakdown ‘hroush 
trains only may be temporarily operated by 
the emergency in each case to be 
determined by the Mayor of the City of 
New York. ‘In case of a breakdown, stcam 
may be used for three days, and after that 
the railroad company must pay the city 
$500 a day penalty unless a certificate is 
obtained from the Mayor that the vse of 
steam is further justified. This recom- 
mendation is made, the report states, in 
view of the difficulty experienced this Win- 
ter by the Manhattan Railroad Company 
and the still more recent accident to the 
power house at Niagara Falls. 

The agreement declares that no power 
house shall be situated on Manhattan I:1- 
and more than two blocks from the wacer 
front, except with the consent of the Soard 
of Estimate. 

Referring to the plans for the new build- 
ing on the site of the Grand Central Sta- 
tion, the agreement reads as follows: 

The railroad company thinks it possible that, in 
the reconstruction and enlargement of the depot, 
it may wish to erect a building not entirely de- 
voted to railroad purposes; such 26 a hotel above 
the station. Inasmuch as the company owns 
the land, your committee sees no reason why this 
should not be done by the New York Central 
Railroad as well as by the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, and it has, therefore, assented to a clause

The ar- 
ticle was headed ‘‘ Sunrise in Hell,’ and in 
it, Mr. Studin said, there appeared more or 
less vague references to the ‘* blood atone- 
ment ’’ dectrine. . 

It was learned yesterday that, while the 
prosecution. would not assume that this 
doctrine had any direct relation to the mo- 
tive for the murder, it might be used to 
throw additional light on the tragedy. The 
‘blood atonement’ doctrine teaches that 
the soul of any Mormon who has gone back 
on his or her faith may be saved by the 
shedding of the blood of such a person as 
was the woman, and that the blessing thus 
conferred will reflect credit in the other 
world on the person who commits the deed. 

According to Mr. Studin, the prosecution 
has proof positive that the murdered wo- 
man was a frequenter of Mormon meetings 
in this city and in her native town of Perth 
Amboy before her marriage, and that she 
once was on the point of becoming a con- 
vert to the Mormon faith. ; E :

Auctioneer Philip A. Smyth sold at auc- 
tion yesterday, in the County Court House, 
twenty-five lots in the Borough of the 
Bronx, under foreclosure, proceedings insti- 
tuted by ‘‘the Commissioners for Loaning 
Certain Moneys of the United States of the 
County of New York.” All the lots but 
three, which were purchased at slight ad- 
vances over the amounts of the judgments 
by William Nelson of 13 Chambers Street, 
were bought in by the State of New York 
at sums somewhat under the amounts due. 

After the sale Mr. Smyth said that the 


different States advanced moneys to the 
Federal Government to defray the expenses 
of the war of 1812. The Federal Govern- 
ment repaid the sum contributed by New 
York State in 1837, and the State Govern- 
ment devoted the moneys so received to 
making advances to small owners of lands, 
or to enable would-be owners to purchase 
property. The advances were limited in 
every case to $5,000, and the interest, which 
was fixed by statute at 5 per cent., was 
used to defray the expenses of schools. 

Some of the lands sold yesterday are sit- 
uated in Fordham, West Farms, and West- 
chester, and are known as part of the farm 
formerly belonging to Peter Valentine. 
Other parcels are on Creston Avenue and 
King’s Bridge Road, White Plains Road, 
old White Plains Road, and Morris Park 
Avenue. The amounts loaned varied from 
$1,400 to $5,000, and the interest due varied 
from $334.72 to $93.73. 


Curate Kirkby Discharged in Court.

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THIS LITTLE BOY SHOT CATS. 


Justice Morgan J. O’Brien’s Nephew a 
Prisoner in Children’s Court—Re- 
cent Air-Gun Achievements. 


Two big policemen, with a small and 
badly frightened boy between them, 
marched to the rail in the Children’s Court 
yesterday. The culprit was Paul O’Brien, 
thirteen years old, of 57 West Nine. 
Street, a nephew of Supreme Court Justice 
Morgan J. O’Brien. No accusing witness 
appeared against him, but a complaint 
duly signed and attested by Catharine May, 
a servant in the home of Mrs. Marcus of 
72 West Ninety-first Street, set forth that 
he ‘‘did annoy and molest the deponent 
and other people residing in the said neigh- 
borhood by discharging small bullets from 
an air or parlor rifle from a window at his 
and did strike a cat belonging to 
deponent.”’

LEGAL NOTES. 


THE AUTOMOBILE SPEED LAW.—Ex-Assist- 
ant District Attorney John D. Lind- 
say, in arguing in the Appellate Divis- 
ion yesterday an appeal taken by Fransois 
Guichane, Archer Milton Huntington's 
chauffeur, from a judgment of the Court 
of Fpecial Sessions, convicting him of a 
violation of the automobile speed law, at- 
tacke?t the statute on constitutional 
grounds. Mr. Lindsay contended that ihe 
law contravened the Fourteénth Amend- 
ment to the United States Constitution in 
that it denied to persons within the juris- 
diction of this State the equal protection 


of the laws. While the law, said Mr. Lind- 
say, provided for the punishment of drivers 
of horses drawing vehicles or the operators 
of motor cars along public highways at 
excessive speed, it permitted any one else, 
not within those two classes, to drive or 
travel on the public roads at any rate of 
speed. He called attention to the fact that 
the taw was silent in regard to everything 
except vehicles drawn by horses »r rotor 
vehicies. No penalty was provided for driv- 
ing horses not drawing vehicles. The 
stutute made no provision for the punish- 
mert of bicycle riders or the operators cf 
other similar vehicles not coming witiin 
the motor vehicle class. A statute, con- 
tinued Mr. Lindsay, which forbade vne 
man or class of men to do an act which 
other men or class of men were l!eft at 
liberty to do, clearly would be invalid as 
not constituting due process of law, and 
that was precisely the sort of discrimina- 
tion wrought by. the law under discussion. 
Decision was reserved.

ASSUMPTION OF RISKS BY EMPLOYE.—The 
judgment secured by Janet Riddle, as ad- 
ministratrix, in her action against the For- 
ty-second Street, Manhattanville and St. 
Nicholas Avenue Railway Company.to re- 
cover damages for the death of David B. 
Alexander, a foreman in the employ of 
Naughton & Co., the contractors, from in- 
juries he received while standing near a 


curve at Broadway and _ Seventy-first 
Street by being struck by the rear step of 
a passing car, has been reversed by the 
Court of Appeals. Naughton & Co. were 
exon vans for the change to electric power 
by the defendant railroad company. Alex- 
ander was in a truck engages in bracing 
up the tracks and in watching the bracings 
as the cars passed along. He acted as fore- 
man, and one Lloyd was his helper. As the 
car approached Alexander leaned back in 
the trench, but before it was wholly out of 
the way he straightened up and was struck 
by the rear step. The court of last resort 
makes its decision on the ground that Alex- 
ander assumed the risk of the situation. 
Judge Haight, for the court, after refer- 
ring to the fact that the only negligence 
charged against the railroad company was 
that it gave no warning of the approach of 
the car, continues: ‘“ But, assuming that 
no warning was given, the fact remains 
that the decedent saw the car as it ap- 
preached; that he leaned back in the 
trench so as to be out of its way; that there 
was plenty of room in the trench for him 
to remain at a safe distance from the car 
while it passed, and had he done so no in- 
jury would have peaitet: but by raising
